TO  THE  GENERAL  PURPOSES  COMMITTEE. 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Report  on  the 
health  and  sanitary  administration  of  the  Administrative 
County  of  Middlesex,  during-  the  year  1903. 

This  Report  is  the  first  which  has  been  prepared  since 
my  appointment  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  County. 

It  has  however  been  the  custom  since  the  year  1892  for 
the  Council  to  have  prepared  and  printed  an  Annual  Report 
based  upon,  and  compiled  from  the  Reports  of  the  Medical 
Officers  of  Health  of  the  different  Districts  comprised  within 
the  County,  copies  of  which  have,  under  the  provisions  of 
the  Local  Government  Act  18*8,  to  be  forwarded  to  the 
County  Council,  and  the  present  Report  I  think  may 
fittingly  be  regarded  as  the  last  of  this  series,  inasmuch  as 
it  is  drawn  up  from  the  local  Reports  and  without  personal 
knowledge  of  the  conditions  prevailing  in  the  County  during 
the  year  to  which  it  relates. 
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I  have,  therefore,  for  comparative  purposes  thought  it 
well  to  preserve  as  far  as  possible  the  form  and  character 
of  previous  Annual  Reports. 

Copies  of  the  reports  of  Medical  Officers  of  Health  of 
all  the  Districts  in  the  County,  33  in  number,  have 
been  forwarded  to  the  Council,  the  last  being*  received  on 
June  23rd,  1904. 

With  one  exception  they  are  all  printed. 

Upon  the  information  contained  in  those  reports,  the 
following  account  of  the  conditions  which  prevailed  and  of 
the  work  carried  out  in  the  County  during*  the  year  has  been 
compiled.  As  regards  a  few  matters,  the  account  given, 
so  far  as  relates  to  the  County  as  a  whole,  is  not  as  com¬ 
plete  as  I  would  wish.  This  is  due  to  the  fact  that  details 
and  particulars  respecting  certain  subjects  which  have  been 
given  in  the  district  reports  of  previous  years  are  not 
repeated  unless  there  is  special  reason  for  so  doing.  With 
increasing  personal  knowledge  of  the  County  this  defect 
will  tend  to  be  remedied. 

Difficulty  has  arisen  in  the  case  of  some  of  the  reports 
in  the  elucidation  of  the  figures  given  in  the  statistical 
tables,  which  are  supplied  by  the  Local  Government  Board 
to  Medical  Officers  of  Health  for  the  purpose  of  their 
annual  reports. 

This  has  necessitated  inquiry  on  my  part  of  these  Officers, 
and  I  have  to  express  my  thanks  for  the  trouble  which  they 
have  so  willingly  taken  in  supplying*  me  with  the  informa¬ 
tion  needed. 
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The  tables  as  to  sanitary  work  done,  although  not 
complete  have  been  very  fully  filled  up.  The  information 
which  they  contain  has  been  incorporated  in  the  text.

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I.— VITAL  STATISTICS. 


Population. 


The  population  of  the  Administrative  County  in  1901, 
when  the  last  census  was  taken,  was  792,314,  as  compared 
with  542,894  in  1891;  this  population  being-  distributed 
between  the  urban  and  the  rural  districts  at  each  of  these 
dates  in  the  following  proportion  : —

During  the  decade  between  1891-1901  portions  of  the 
County  which  were  included  amongst  the  rural  districts 
became  urban,  whilst  a  portion  of  the  County  known  as 
South  Hornsey,  which  in  1901  had  a  population  of  16,703,- 
was  transferred  to  the  County  of  London,  a  detached 
portion  of  Clerkenwell  parish  in  the  County  of  London* 
with  a  population  of  1,133  was  transferred  to  Middlesex, 
and  a  part  of  South  Mimms  with  a  population  of  886  was 
transferred  to  the  Count}"  of  Hertford.  Upon  the  above 
figures  the  increase  in  the  population  of  the  County  as  it 
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now  exists  was  46*0  per  cent.  There  is  little  doubt  that 
in  the  interval  which  has  elapsed  since  the  last  census  was 
taken  the  rate  of  increase  in  the  population  has  been  well 
maintained.  The  causes  for  this  are  obvious,  namely, 
firstly,  the  position  of  the  County  in  relation  to  the 
Metropolis,  and  secondly,  the  increased  facilities  enabling' 
persons  to  travel  to  and  from  London  more  rapidly  than 
previously.  In  various  reports  for  1903  Medical  Officers 
of  Health  of  Districts  in  Middlesex  draw  attention  to  the 
fact  that  a  large  number  of  houses  has  been  erected  during 
the  year  and  are  now  occupied,  and  many  comment  on  the 
fact  that  new  means  of  locomotion,  completed,  in  course  of 
construction,  or  proposed,  must  inevitably  bring  about 
further  development  in  building  and  consequent  increase  in 
the  population  residing  within  the  respective  districts. 

In  this  connection,  reference  may  be  made  to  the  remarks 
in  the  following  reports  : — 

Ealing. — Dr.  C.  A.  Patten  states  that  during'  the  last 
year  or  so  a  very  large  area  has  been  covered  with 
buildings,  and  that  the  population  has  increased  in  far 
greater  proportion  than  in  any  similar  corresponding 
period.  He  adds :  “  This  increase  may  be  termed 

phenomenal,  and,  as  far  as  one  can  judge,  its  growth  is  not 
likely  to  be  materially  checked  for  some  time  to  come, 
and,  although  the  larger  class  of  house  in  course  of 
erection  is  not  few,  still  there  is  little  doubt  that  buildings 
suitable  for  clerks,  the  superior  class  of  working'  man, 
artizans,  etc.,  are  and  will  be  those  which  will  come  into 
most  request.  Several  causes  are  conducing  to  this  end. 
of  which,  perhaps,  the  principal  is  the  greatly  improved 
facilities  offered  by  the  existing  means  of  transit.”

Finchley. — Dr.  Kenwood  states  :  “  If  the  rate  of  increase 
which  took  place  between  the  last  two  census  returns  is 
assumed  to  have  been  maintained  up  to  the  middle  of  last 
year,  one  arrives,  by  a  logarithmetical  calculation,  at  an 
estimated  population  of  23,662  for  the  middle  of  last  year. 
I  am  confident,  however,  that  this  figure  is  an  under¬ 
estimate  of  the  population,  which  has  shown  an  increase 
during  the  past  two  or  three  years  very  largely  in  excess 
of  that  which  occurred  in  the  first  eight  years  which 
elapsed  between  the  two  last  census  enumerations.  By  a 
consideration  of  the  number  of  occupied  houses*  in  the 
district  in  the  middle  of  last  year,  and  by  allotting  to  these 
the  average  number  of  persons  found  to  be  occupying  each 
house  at  the  last  census,  I  estimate  the  population  to  be 
about  24,125.” 

Hanwelh — Mr.  J.  Hope,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
refers  to  the  remarks  he  made  in  his  report  for  1902  as  to 
the  rapid  changes  brought  about  in  the  character  of  the 
district  owing  to  the  construction  of  electric  tramways 
along'  the  Uxbridge  Road.  These  changes  are  still  taking 
place,  and  he  now  estimates  the  population  to  be  17,020, 
including  1,000  for  the  residents  in  the  Central  London 
District  Schools. 

Heston  and  Isleworth. — Dr.  Steegman  states  that  the 
estimated  population  “  is  based  on  the  assumption  that  the 
same  rate  of  increase  that  occurred  between  the  census  of 
1891  and  that  of  1901  will  be  maintained  in  the  following 
years.  This  basis  is  fairly  correct  in  places  where  the 
population  remains  almost  stationary,  or  where  there  is 
little  or  no  room  for  increase.  In  Heston  and  Isleworth 
during  the  last  few  years,  judging  from  the  number  of 
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houses  built  and  occupied,  the  rate  of  increase  has  been 
much  more  rapid  than  formerly,  and  therefore  it  is  more 
than  likely  that  the  population  as  given  above  is  under¬ 
estimated.” 


Southgate. — Dr.  Sydney  Ransome  estimates  the  increase 
to  be  1,200,  and  adds  “this  is  the  largest  increase  in  one 
year  that  has  yet  occurred  in  this  district,  and  was  due  to 
the  large  number  of  houses  erected  and  occupied  in  Palmer’s 
Green.”

Southall- Norwood. — Dr.  Windle  says  that  it  is  a  difficult 
matter  to  arrive  at  an  estimate  of  the  population  of  the 
district  “  as  the  increase  in  population  has  been  quite 
abnormal  since  the  last  census,  and  therefore  any  method 
based  on  the  average  yearly  increase  in  population  during 
the  intercensus  period  would  be  fallacious.”  He  has 
therefore  taken  into  account,  in  forming  an  estimate,  the 
number  of  inhabited  houses  on  the  rate  books,  and  multi¬ 
plied  this  by  the  average  number  of  persons  in  each,  but  he 
points  out  that  the  number  of  houses  actually  in  occupation 
at  the  middle  of  the  year  cannot  be  ascertained.  For 
the  statistics  of  the  report  he  adds  to  the  estimate  the 
number  of  inmates,  viz.: — 412,  in  the  St.  Marylebone 
Schools,  which  are  situated  in  the  district. 


The  following  table  shows  the  population  of  each 
district  at  the  date  of  the  last  census,  and  the  population 
at  the  middle  of  the  year  1903,  as  estimated  by  the  local 
Medical  Officer  of  Health.

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In  the  foregoing1  table  the  estimates  of  population  have 
been,  for  the  most  part,  arrived  at  as  a  result  of  the  local 
knowledge  possessed  by  Medical  Officers  of  Health  of  the 
changes  that  have  taken  place  in  their  respective  districts 
daring  the  year.  These  estimates  are  used  as  the  basis  of 
the  statistics,  relaling  to  the  County  as  a  whole  and  each 
district  separately,  in  this  report. 

Public  Institutions. — The  subject  of  population  residing 
in  and  of  births  and  deaths  occurring  in  public  institutions 
in  the  County,  but  which  do  not  really  belong  either  to  the 
County  or  to  the  district  in  which  the  institutions  are 
situated  has  been  fully  gone  into  in  previous  annual  reports, 
and  it  does  not  appear  necessary  to  discuss  the  subject  at 
any  length.  It  may  be  of  advantage,  however,  to  state 
briefly  the  method  of  dealing  with  the  population,  births 
and  deaths  of  such  institutions.  If  the  institution  be  of  a 
kind  that  its  population,  or  part  of  its  population,  cannot 
rightty  be  regarded  as  belonging  to  the  residential  popula¬ 
tion  of  the  County  or  district,  e.g..  workhouses,  workhouse 
infirmaries,  asylums  or  hospitals,  which  receive  persons 
entirely  from  without  the  County,  or  entirely  or  partly 
from  without  the  district  in  which  it  happens  to  be  situated, 
then  the  population,  births  or  deaths  as  the  case  may  be, 
should  be  excluded  either  in  whole  or  in  part  in  order  to 
obtain  nett  results  for  the  district  and  the  County.  On  the 
other  hand,  it  is  equally  necessary  to  include  as  regards 
any  district  the  number  of,  as  well  as  the  deaths  and  births 
amongst,  its  residents  in  institutions  situated  beyond  the 
district. 

Corrections  by  the  inclusion  of  the  deaths  and  births  in  the 
last  mentioned,  or  outlying  institutions,  can  be  made 
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fairly  readily,  but  as  regards  correction  for  population  in 
such  institutions  greater  difficulty  arises. 


In  the  case  of  many  of  the  annual  reports,  Medical 
Officers  of  Health  have  obviously  taken  considerable  pains 
with  a  view  to  making  correction  as  complete  as  possible, 
but  it  is  probable  that  these  corrections  do  not  comprise 
all  those  that  ought  to  be  made.  They  refer,  however,  to 
all  the  more  important  institutions,  and  such  defects  as  may 
exist  are  probably  not  of  such  magnitude  as  to  affect 
materially  the  results  as  regards  the  County  as  a  whole. 
In  the  case  of  particular  districts,  however,  the  effect  would 
be  more  marked. 


The  institutions  situated  within  the  County  but  not 
belonging  to  it  which  would  have  most  effect  on  the  death- 
rates  are,  the  two  London  County  Asylums,  known  as 
Colney  Hatch  and  Ilanwell,  and  the  Cleveland  Street  Sick 
Asylum.  The  population  and  deaths  of  these  have  been 
excluded. 


Age  and  Sex  .Distribution  of  Population . — Another  factor 
which  has  influence  on  the  death  rate  is  the  constitution  of 
a  population  as  regards  its  sex  and  age.  The  influence  of 
the  former  is  not  great.  In  the  following  table  is  given 
the  proportion  per  10,000  of  all  ages,  of  persons  at  different 
age  groups  in  the  year  1901  when  the  Census  was  taken. 
For  comparison  the  corresponding  figures  for  the  County 
of  London  are  also  given.

The  chief  points  to  be  noticed  in  the  figures  for  Middlesex 
as  compared  with  London  are  that  there  is  a  greater  pro¬ 
portion  of  persons  in  the  former  up  to  the  age  of  15  years, 
between  15  and  20  years  the  proportions  in  each  case  are 
somewhat  the  same,  whilst  at  ages  from  20  years  upwards 
the  proportion  of  persons  is  greater  in  London  than  in 
Middlesex. 


Births. 

The  total  number  of  births  in  the  Administrative  County

of  Middlesex,  based  upon  the  figures  given  in  the  reports 
of  the  local  Medical  Officers  of  Health  was  25,342,  giving 
a  birth-rate  of  28*6  per  1,000  living  per  annum.

The  birth-rate  in  England  and  Wales  is  taken  from  the 
Quarterly  Return  of  the  Registrar-General  issued  in 
January,  1904,  and  is  stated  to  be  lower  than  the  rate  in 
any  year  on  record/’  In  the  Administrative  County  the 
rate  appears  to  be  practically  stationary  as  compared  with 
the  two  preceding  years,  both  of  which  were  low  rates. 

In  Table  I.,  relating  to  the  vital  statistics  of  the  County, 

at  the  end  of  this  Report,  the  rates  for  each  district  are 

set  out.  From  this  it  will  be  seen  that  the  birth-rates 

range  between  35*4  per  1,000  living  in  the  case  of 

Edmonton,  to  16-6  in  the  case  of  Kingsbury.  The  rate 

is  based  on  such  small  figures  in  the  last-mentioned 

district,  however,  that  it  cannot  be  regarded  as  very 

reliable.  Excluding  districts  in  which  the  estimated

population  is  under  3,000,  namely,  Greenford,  Hampton 
Wick,  Kingsbury  and  South  Mimms,  the  lowest  birth-rates 
were  19*9  in  the  case  of  Hornsey,  20*5  in  Hendon  Rural,

21*5  in  Southgate,  and  22*4  in  Harrow-ou-the-Hill.  The 
highest  rates  occurred  in  Edmonton  35*4,  Brentford  34*6, 
Southall-Norwood  34‘4,  and  Heston  and  Isleworth  32*8. 
The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  Southgate  in  commenting 
on  the  low  birth-rate  (21-5)  points  out  that  the  average 
rate  in  the  district  for  the  ten  years  1893-1902  was  25*2 
and  adds  u  making  due  allowance  for  the  fact  that  the 
birth-rate  of  the  country  in  general  has  been  steadily 
declining  for  the  last  twenty  years,  this  decrease  in  the 
number  of  births  is  a  remarkable  fact,  seeing  that  the 
population  lias  increased  to  the  extent  of  1,200.”  The 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  Tottenham,  where  the  birth¬ 
rate  was  29*5,  also  refers  at  length  to  the  decrease,  and 
states  as  to  its  causes:  “  There  has  been  no  corresponding 
reduction  in  the  marriage-rate.  The  reduced  birth-rate  is 
caused  by  a  diminished  number  of  children  to  each 
marriage.” 


Deaths. 

The  deaths  given  by  local  Medical  Officers  of  Health  as 
due  to  all  causes  give  a  total  for  the  Administrative  County 
of  9,751,  which  represents  upon  the  estimated  population 
an  annual  death-rate  of  11*0  per  1,000  persons  living. 


This  rate  is  not  corrected  for  age  and  sex  distribution 
of  the  population.  Correction  for  this  can  be  made  by 
multiplying  this  recorded  death-rate  by  the  factor  1*04919 
which  gives  a  corrected  death-rate  of  11*5  per  1,000. 

The  following  table  sets  out  the  death-rates  for  the  last 
two  years  in  the  Urban  Districts,  the  Rural  Districts,  the 
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Administrative  County,  in  the  76  Great  Towns,  and  103 
Smaller  Towns  of  the  Registrar-General,  and  in  England 
and  Wales: —

Speaking  generally  all  the  death-rates  are  low.  The 
rate  for  the  County  as  a  whole  is  unusually  low,  and 
shows  a  well  marked  decrease  on  the  rates  of  the  two 
previous  years.  In  England  and  Wales  a  decrease  also 
took  place  and  the  rate  for  1903  is  the  lowest  on 
record.  In  the  reports  relating’  to  many  of  the  districts 
in  Middlesex  the  fact  is  stated  that  the  death-rate 
for  1903  is  the  lowest  which  has  been  recorded  for 
many  years  past.  In  some  reports  reference  is  made  to 
the  meteorological  conditions  which  prevailed,  namely,  a 
mild  winter  and  a  large  rainfall  during  the  greater  part  of 
the  year,  as  having  connection  with  the  low  death-rates. 
Thus  Dr.  MacFadden  in  the  report  for  Edmonton,  writes : — 
It  is  the  generally  accepted  view  that  the  unprecedented

rainfall  of  1903  has  been  the  prime  factor  in  effecting  this 
reduction.  In  addition  to  the  repeated  scouring  that  our 
streets  and  the  back  yards  of  our  houses  received  from  the 
heavy  downpours  which  occurred  so  frequently  during 
the  summer  months,  there  is  the  fact  that  on  very  few 
days  were  the  conditions  such  as  to  allow  of  the  formation 
of  dust.  In  this  fact  is  to  be  found  the  explanation  of  the 
position  ....  The  proper  cleansing  and  watering  of  streets 
and  roads  is,  of  course  in  this  respect,  of  great  importance, 
but  what  is  of  even  greater  moment  is  the  condition  in 
which  the  back  yards  of  dwellings  are  kept.  It  is  the  dust 
arising'  from  this  source  that  is  the  most  fruitful  in 
producing-  disease.” 


lu  the  report  for  Southgate,  Dr.  Ransome  states : — “It 
is  not  to  be  expected  that  this  exceptionally  low  death-rate 
will  be  maintained,  or  that  it  can  be  taken  as  indicating 
any  especial  improvement  in  the  sanitary  conditions  of  the 
district.  This  low  death-rate  has  in  all  probability  a  direct 
connection  with  the  large  rainfall  experienced  throughout 
the  year,  which  washed  from  the  air  and  from  all 
surfaces  upon  which  it  falls  the  impurities,  infective 
dust,  and  micro-organisms  which  accumulate  therein 
and  thereon.” 


The  fact  that  low  death-rates  for  the  year  1903 
are  not  confined  to  any  one  part,  but  appear  to 
have  been  fairly  general  in  the  country  is  evidence  in 
favour  of  the  fact  that  some  general  influence,  such 
as  is  referred  to  above,  has  operated  in  producing  a 
decrease. 
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Infantile  Mortality. 

The  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age  in  the 
Administrative  County  numbered  2,862,  which  gives  a  pro¬ 
portion  of  113  to  every  1,000  births  during  the  year.

The  ligures  given  above  show  that  in  the  Urban  districts 
and  the  County  as  a  whole  there  was  a  well  marked 
decrease  in  the  rate  of  infant  mortality.  In  the  case  of 
England  and  Wales  the  rate  was  the  lowest  on  record, 
except  in  1881  when  it  was  130.  The  decrease  therefore 
is  part  of  a  general  condition  apparent  in  the  country 
as  a  whole.  Attention  is  called  bv  a  number  of  the 
Medical  Officers  of  Health  in  the  County  to  the  fact  that 
the  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age,  from 
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diarrhoea  were  markedly  less,  and  explanation  is  offered 
that  the  low  temperature  of  the  summer  together  with 
the  absence  of  dust  owing  to  the  unusual  rainfall  have 
had  to  do  with  this  decrease. 


Prolonged  high  atmospheric  temperature  is  a  recognised 
and  potent  factor  in  producing  an  increase  in  the  infantile 
death-rate,  but  there  are  other  causes  which  also  have 
influence  in  bringing  about  this  result,  such  as  the 
artificial  feeding  of  infants,  the  quality  of  the  food  supply 
when  children  are  brought  up  by  hand,  the  intelligence 
and  experience  of  mothers,  the  attention  devoted  by  them 
to  their  children,  and  the  general  sanitary  condition  of 
dwellings. 


It  will  be  seen  from  the  following  references  that  these 
causes  are  not  being  neglected  in  the  districts  within  the 
County. 


Acton. — “This  low  infant  mortality  is  due  to  the 
diminished  number  of  deaths  from  zymotic  diarrhoea.  The 
heavy  rainfall  during*  the  summer  months  washed  and 
purified  the  air  and  laid  the  dust  of  the  streets.  ...  It 
shows  how  important  it  is  to  keep  the  roads  well  watered, 
and  the  food  properly  protected  from  dust  and  germs.” 


“  In  the  Bill  which  will  be  presently  before  Parliament, 
provision  is  made  for  the  establishment  of  a  Creche. 
Such  an  institution  will  materially  help  to  diminish  infant 
mortality.  I  also  look  for  great  help  from  Miss  Williams, 
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our  Lady  Health  Visitor,  who  will  instruct  the  mothers  as 
to  the  care  and  feeding  of  their  offspring.” 


Hanwell. — It  has  been  decided  to  issue  through  the 
agency  of  the  Registrar  of  Births,  leaflets  to  parents  on  the 
subject  of  the  proper  feediog  of  infants,  and  it  is  suggested 
in  the  report  that  instruction  should  be  given  by  District 
Nurses  or  Visitors. 

Harrow. — Dr.  Fletcher  Little  states  : — “  When  the  food 
given  to  infants  is  more  wholesome,  and  the  proper  system 
of  feeding*  is  better  understood  by  mothers,  the  average 
infantile  mortality  over  a  period  of  years  should  not  exceed 
this  year’s  rate,  and  may  be  further  diminished.” 

He  recommends  that  leaflets,  giving  instruction  on 
infant  feeding  should  be  supplied  by  the  District  Council  to 
parents,  through  the  Registrar  of  Births, 

Heston  and  Isleivorth. — Dr.  Steegman  draws  attention  to 
the  infant  deaths  in  Hounslow  Barracks.  In  1903  the 
deaths  were  2  in  number,  being  at  the  rate  of  74  for  every 
1.000  births  in  the  barracks.  In  1902  the  rate  was  352 
per  1,000. 


Southall-Norwood. — Dr.  Windle  states  that  the  rate  of 
infant  mortality  does  not  exceed  the  average  rate  for  the 
country,  but  adds  “  the  rate  is  obviously  greatly  in  excess 
of  what  it  ought  to  be  in  a  healthy  district  ”  such  as 
Southall.  He  considers  that  the  milk  supply  has  much  to 
do  with  infant  mortality,  and  refers  to  the  action  which 
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has  been  taken  by  the  sanitary  authorities  of  a  few  towns 
in  providing  depots  where  sterilized  or  humanized  milk  for 
infant  feeding  can  be  procured  at  a  cheap  daily  rate.  He 
argues,  however,  whether  it  would  not  be  wiser  to  make 
greater  attempts  in  securing  a  clean,  pure  and  wholesome 
supply  of  milk. 

Uxbridge  {Rural). — Dr.  Charpentier  says: — “As  I  have 
before  pointed  out,  most  of  these  deaths  are  due  to  the 
ignorance  or  carelessness  of  the  mothers  in  feeding  the 
children  improperly.  One  difficulty  in  the  villages  is  the 
impossibility  of  obtaining  pure  fresh  milk,  many  families 
having  to  feed  infants  on  either  skim  milk,  or  condensed 
milk,  which  is  worse.” 


The  Principal  Epidemic  Diseases. 

The  Registrar-General  gives  in  his  returns  the  death- 
rate  from  the  7  chief  epidemic  diseases,  which  has  Usually 
been  known  as  the  zymotic  death-rate.  Recently  the  title 
has  been  changed  and  it  is  now  known  as  the  death-rate  from 
the  Principal  Epidemic  Diseases.  It  is  important  to  note 
that  these  diseases  are  not  in  every  instance  the  same  as 
those  included  in  the  list  of  scheduled  notifiable  diseases, 
which  will  be  referred  to  later,  but  comprise  the  following, 
namely,  smallpox ,  measles ,  scarlet  fever ,  diphtheria,  ( includ¬ 
ing  membranous  croup),"  whooping  cough,  fever  {including 
typhus,  enteric  and  continued  fever),  and  diarrhoea. 

These  diseases  gave  rise  to  1,177  deaths  in  the  County 
during  the  year,  which  is  equivalent  to  a  death-rate  of  l*o 
per  1,000  persons  living. 
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The  death-rates  from  the  principal  epidemic  diseases  in 
each  district  are  as  follows  : —

Details  as  to  the  diseases  which  contributed  to  the 
above  rates  in  each  district  will  be  found  in  the  summaries 
in  Part  II.  of  this  Report. 
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The  highest  death-rates,  it  will  be  seen,  are  those  in 
Edmonton,  Staines  (Urban),  Sunbury,  Willesden  and 
Staines  (Rural)  Districts. 

Staines  Urban  and  Rural  Districts  and  Sunbury  Urban 
District  are  adjacent  to  each  other.  Measles,  diphtheria 
and  scarlet  fever  were  largely  epidemic  during  the  year, 
and  doubtless  had  effect  in  causing  the  high  rate  in  this 
part  of  the  County.  Reference  to  the  occurrence  of  the 
above-mentioned  diseases  in  these  districts  will  be  found 
later  in  the  Report. 


The  following  table  shows  the  death-rates  from  the 
principal  epidemic  diseases  in  the  Urban  Districts,  the 
Rural  Districts,  the  County,  the  76  Great  Towns,  and  the 
103  Smaller  Towns  of  the  Registrar-General,  and  in 
England  and  Wales.

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II.  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

Under  the  Infectious  Disease  (Notification)  Act,  1889, 
power  was  granted  to  any  urban,  rural,  or  port  sanitary 
authority  to  adopt,  by  a  resolution  passed  at  a  meeting  of 
such  authority  of  which  fourteen  clear  days’  notice  had 
been  given,  the  provisions  of  the  Act.  By  the  passing  of 
the  Infectious  Disease  (Notification)  Extension  Act,  1899, 
which  came  into  operation  upon  the  first  day  of  January, 
1900,  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  1889  were  made  to 
extend  to  and  to  take  effect  in  all  urban,  rural  and  port 
sanitary  districts  in  England  and  Wales.  The  notification 
of  “dangerous  infectious  disease”  therefore  is  now  a 
compulsory  measure  and  no  longer  an  adoptive  one.  As 
regards  districts/m  the  County  of  Middlesex  all  the  sanitary 
authorities  had  adopted  the  Act  previous  to  the  passing  of 
the  Act  of  1899.  By  the  Act  of  1889,  the  expression 
“infectious  disease”  was  defined  to  mean,  smallpox ,  cholera , 
diphtheria ,  membranous  croup ,  erysipelas ,  scarlet  fever  or 
scarlatina,  the  fevers  known  as  typhus ,  typhoid  or  enteric, 
relapsing,  continued  and  puerperal,  and  as  regarded  any 
particular  district  any  other  infectious  disease  to  which  the 
local  authority  resolved  to  apply  the  provisions  of  the  Act. 
Several  sanitary  authorities  in  Middlesex  have  at  some 
period  since  the  Act  was  passed  availed  themselves  of  the 
last  part  of  the  definition  given  above,  and  have  added  to 
the  list  of  notifiable  diseases.  The  addition  in  all  cases 
was  in  respect  to  measles,  whilst  in  one  district,  namely 
Hendon,  whooping-cough  was  also  included. 


The  resolutions  making  these  additions  to  the  list  of 
diseases  usually  notifiable,  however,  have  either  been 
rescinded  or  the  periods  for  which  they  were  made  have 
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expired  in  all  the  districts  except  Hampton  and  Friern 
Barnet.  In  both  these,  during-  1903,  measles  was  still 
included  as  a  notifiable  disease,  but  in  the  case  of  Friern 
Barnet  it  has  been  decided  to  discontinue  compulsory 
notification  of  the  disease.  The  total  number  of  cases 
of  measles  notified  during  the  year  in  Friern  Barnet  was 
150,  and  in  Hampton  115.  As  regards  districts  which  have 
included  measles  as  a  notifiable  disease,  but  have  since 
discontinued  the  practice,  Dr.  Steegman  reports  as  follows 
in  connection  with  Heston  and  Isleworth  : — “  1903  is  the 
second  complete  year  in  which  measles  has  not  been  a 
notifiable  disease  in  this  district,  and  there  is  no  reason  to 
believe  that  having  removed  it  from  the  list  has  been  any 
disadvantage.”  A  system  of  voluntary  notification  from 
school  teachers  appears  to  be  in  force. 

Owing  to  the  recent  epidemic  of  smallpox  in  different 
parts  of  the  country,  chicken-pox,  which  is  not  usually  a 
notifiable  complaint,  has,  in  many  places,  been  made  notifi¬ 
able  with  a  view  to  the  prevention  of  cases  of  smallpox 
being  mistaken  for  chicken-pox. 

The  total  number  of  cases  of  infectious  disease,  excluding 
chicken-pox  and  measles,  notified  during  the  year  was 
5,012.  This  total  is  made  up  of  the  following: — 
Smallpox  115,  scarlet  fever  2,753,  diphtheria  and  membranous 
croup  1,145,  enteric  and  continued  fever  360,  puerperal 
fever  48,  erysipelas  591.  No  case  of  typhus  fever  was 
notified. 


The  total  notifications  in  each  district  will  be  found  set 
out  in  Table  III.  (a)  at  the  end  of  this  report. 


(4-)  c 
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Smallpox  and  Vaccination. 

The  cases  of  smallpox  occurring  within  the  County 
during  1903  showed  a  marked  and  satisfactory  decrease 
upon  the  previous  year.  In  1902  there  were  cases  in  all 
but  five  districts,  and  1,711  cases  were  notified  in  the 
whole  County.  In  1903  the  total  number  w^as  115,  of 
which  2  occurring  in  Harrow  and  1  in  Uxbridge  (rural) 
died.  The  cases  occurred  in  the  following-  districts.

A  number  of  these  were .  isolated  cases,  the  source  of 
infection  of  which  could  not  be  traced,  and  most  of  them 
were  removed  to  the  smallpox  hospital  at  South  Minims. 
In  the  case  of  Ealing,  all  the  cases  occurred  between 
July  28th  and  September  13th,  and  entailed  supervision 
over  162  contacts.  The  patients  were  removed,  some  to 
South  Mimms  and  some  to  the  joint  hospital  at  Greenford. 
The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  states : — “  Vaccination  or 
revaccination  in  the  patients  attacked  was  found  to  be 
very  incomplete ;  one-fifth  of  the  whole  number  had 
certainly  never  been  vaccinated,  and  in  several  other  of 
the  cases  the  evidence  of  the  operation  having  been 
performed  was  very  inconclusive.  With  reg-ard  to  re- 
vaccination,  it  was  almost  certainly  ascertained  that  not 
more  than  two  or  three  had  availed  themselves  of  this 
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safeguard.  .  .  .  It  is  no  doubt  due  to  the  stringent 

measures  of  isolation  adopted  by  instant  removal  of  patients 
and  strict  supervision  of  contacts  that  the  disease  was 
confined  to  such  narrow  limits  ”  The  cases  in  Harrow, 
Wembley,  Uxbridge  and  Willesden  appear  to  have  been 
largely  due  to  the  occurrence  of  the  disease  amongst 
navvies  employed  in  the  construction  of  new  lines  of 
railway  in  this  part  of  the  County.  In  Harrow  the  first 
case  was  notified  on  February  26th,  the  last  on  June  17th, 
and,  with  the  exception  of  4,  all  were  navvies  or  members 
of  their  families.  Dr.  Goddard,  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Wembley,  states  as  regards  this  district : — The  first  case 
occurred  early  in  May.  You  will  possibly  remember  the 
account  of  a  navvy  going-  through  the  district  to  Willesden, 
coming  back  to  Wembley,  and  returning  to  Willesden 
district  suffering  from  smallpox  all  the  time.  There  can  be 
little  doubt  that  he  was  the  source  of  most  of  our  trouble 
last  year.  In  spite  of  every  precaution  in  the  examination 
of  all  the  men  working  on  the  contracts,  and  I  personally 
visited  all  the  sheds  and  outhouses,  and  turned  over  the 
occupants  while  asleep  at  night  ...  no  less  than  ten 
persons  contracted  the  disease  in  this  district.  Several  of 
these  cases  came  from  Wembley  Hill,  and  it  was  here  that 
we  had  such  a  remarkable  testimony  to  the  efficacy  of 
vaccination  and  revaccination,  for  none  of  the  ‘  contacts  ’ 
and  others  who  consented  to  be  vaccinated  contracted 
the  disease.” 

The  subject  of  vaccination  is  also  referred  to  by  the 
Medical  Officers  of  Health  of  the  following  districts 

Hartwell. — “  As  Public  Vaccinator  I  vaccinated  240 
infants,  primary  vaccinations,  and  only  11  adults.  Re¬ 
vaccinations  ;  I  wish  the  adult  population  would  make  a 
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practice  of  getting'  themselves  re  vaccinated,  and  then  we 
need  not  dread  smallpox  as  we  do  now.  I  am  informed 
by  the  Vaccination  Officer  that  the  number  of  vaccinations 
carried  out  in  this  district  compare  favourably  with  those 
in  other  parts  of  this  Union,  and  I  believe  our  immunity 
from  smallpox  is  certainly  a  good  deal  attributable  to  this 
fact.” 


Harrow. — In  connection  with  the  occurrence  of  small¬ 
pox  it  is  stated  : — “  Two  branch  vaccination  stations  were 
opened  by  the  Council  ...  in  addition  to  the  Public 
Vaccinator’s  suig'ery  in  Higdi  Street.  Large  numbers  of 
people  were  vaccinated  or  revaccinated,  and  the  Harrow 
School  authorities  had  those  boys  revaccinated  who  were 
not  considered  to  be  already  protected.” 


Hendon  [Urban). — The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  gives 
Hie  statistics  relating  to  vaccination  in  the  district  for  the 
year.  They  are  to  the  following  effect “  Out  of 
a  total  of  666  children  registered  during  the  year  563  were 
vaccinated  successfully  and  only  35  conscientious  objection 
certificates  were  obtained.  Thirty-nine  died  unvaccinated 
and  these  include  in  most  cases  prematurely  born  children 
and  others  who  died  of  other  diseases  before  the  age  of 
four  months  and  thus  did  not  come  within  the  power  of 
the  Vaccination  Officer.” 


Hornsey. — In  connection  with  the  subject  of  smallpox 
it  is  stated: — “Vaccination  and  revaccination.  —  In  the 
absence  of  smallpox  in  the  Borough  no  special  means  were 
taken  to  enforce  the  carrying  out  of  these  safeguards 
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against  this  disease.  I  am  still,  however,  distinctly  of 
opinion  that  the  duty  of  seeing  that  the  vaccination  laws 
are  complied  with  should  rest  with  the  Borough  Council, 
as  the  Health  Authority  for  the  district,  and  not  with  the 
Poor  Law  Guardians  as  is  at  present  the  case.” 

Tottenham. — “  I  have  discussed  the  question  of  smallpox 
so  fully  in  the  special  pamphlet  issued  last  year  that  I  feel 
it  is  now  only  necessary  to  remind  you  of  the  importance 
of  having  children  revaccinated  about  the  period  when 
their  elementary  school  life  closes  and  before  they  attempt 
to  earn  a  livelihood  on  their  own  account.  I  estimate  that 
in  Tottenham  the  proportion  of  unvaccinated  persons  to 
the  total  population  is  only  one-fifth  of  what  it  was  in 
1901.” 


Willesden. — Dr.  Butler  states  that  out  of  4,070  children 
born  2,687  were  successfully  vaccinated,  552  had  not  yet 
been  vaccinated  and  84  were  not  vaccinated  owing  to 
conscientious  objection.  Of  the  remainder  322  had  gone 
away,  346  had  died  aud  27  were  insusceptible  to  the 
operation,  whilst  52  were  postponed  by  the  medical 
practitioner. 


Scarlet  Fever. 

The  total  number  of  cases  notified  of  this  disease  was 
2,753,  which  is  equivalent  to  a  case  rate  of  3T  per  1,000 
persons  living. 

The  number  of  cases  notified  in  the  three  previous  years 
was  3,073,  3,461,  and  2,801  respectively. 
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The  number  of  deaths  recorded  in  1903  was  55,  which 
gives  a  fatality  rate  of  2'0  per  cent. 


Cases  occurred  in  all  districts  except  Greenford  and  South 
Minims.  From  the  reports  it  appears  that  the  disease 
in  no  district  assumed  the  dimensions  of  an  epidemic, 
and  many  Medical  Officers  of  Health  comment  on  the  fact 
that  the  disease  was  of  a  mild  type  and  gave  rise  to 
few  deaths.  But  in  the  case  of  Southgate  and  Wood 
Green,  the  disease,  it  is  stated,  was  of  a  more  severe 
type  than  usual  during  the  year.  In  the  reports  relating 
to  Hendon  (urban),  Southall-Norwood,  and  Sunbury, 
reference  is  made  to  the  difficulty  which  arises  in  the 
attempt  to  check  the  spread  of  the  complaint  owing 
to  the  occurrence  of  mild  cases  which  do  not  come 
under  medical  care,  and  owing  to  this  fact  are  only 
discovered  at  a  later  stage  when  desquamation  attracts 
attention. 

In  Hendon  this  was  found  to  be  the  case  on  three 
occasions  in  connection  with  children  attending  school. 
As  regards  Southall-Norwood  it  is  reported: — “  Practically 
all  the  cases  of  scarlet  fever  from  June  to  December 
occurred  on  the  South  side  of  the  district,  and  the  outbreak 
appeared  to  owe  its  origin  and  a  great  part  of  its  spread 
to  the  attendance  at  school  of  children  in  the  peeling 
stage.  In  June  three  children  in  this  stage  of  the  disease 
were  found  in  two  of  the  Elementary  Schools,  and 
cases  were  also  detected  at  school  in  July,  September 
and  December.  The  parents’  explanation  in  all  these 
cases  was  that  they  were  not  aware  the  children  had 
been  ill  at  all.” 
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In  Heston  and  Isleworth  there  were  two  small  outbreaks 
in  two  institutions,  namely,  at  North  Hyde  Orphanage  and 
at  a  semi-private  home  for  children. 

In  the  report  relating  to  Hendon  (rural)  attention  is 
called  to  the  continued  prevalence  of  the  disease  at»the 
Commercial  Travellers’  School  at  Pinner.  This  institution 
possesses  a  Sanatorium  in  which  cases  can  be  isolated,  and 
the  medical  officer  of  health  adds  “  it  seems  almost 
incredible  that  ordinary  care  should  not  suffice  to  arrest 
the  disease.” 


Diphtheria. 

The  number  of  cases  notified  in  the  County  as  a  whole 
was  1,145  (including  19  cases  of  membranous  croup). 
This  gives  a  case  rate  of  1*3  per  1,000  persons  living.  In 
the  three  preceding  years  the  cases  were  1,465,  1,438  and 
1,229  respectively. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  was  127,  or  a  fatality  rate 
of  11T  per  cent. 

Cases  occurred  in  all  districts  except  Greenford,  Kings¬ 
bury  and  South  Mimms,  but  with  two  exceptions,  in  no 
district  do  the  cases  appear,  from  the  statements  in  the 
reports,  to  have  consti  tuted  epidemics  of  the  disease.  The 
two  exceptions  are  Sunbury  and  Staines  (rural)  districts, 
which  adjoin  each  other.  In  the  former  district  a  total  of 
63  cases  occurred  with  8  deaths,  in  the  latter  72  cases  and 
17  deaths.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  each  of  these 
districts  refers  at  some  length  to  the  occurrence  of  the 
disease.  In  the  case  of  Sunbury,  diphtheria  appeared  in 
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March  in  various  parts  of  the  district,  and  cases  kept 
cropping  up  here  and  there  until  the  autumn  and  culminated 
in  an  explosive  outburst  in  December,  which  apparently 
was  largely  due  to  an  “  overlooked  case  and  not  under 
medical  supervision.”  The  chief  centres  of  the  disease 
were  Sunbury  Cross,  Hanworth  Road,  Park  Road,  Staines 
Road,  and  Nursery  Road,  and  closure  of  the  schools  had 
to  be  resorted  to.  In  the  rural  district  of  Staines,  which 
is  of  considerable  area,  it  appears  that  a  similar  course  of 
the  disease  prevailed,  “  but  only  in  one  parish  (Bedfont) 
did  it  become  epidemic.”  Especially  marked  was  the 
incidence  of  the  disease  on  a  particular  group  of  cottages, 
built  before  the  by-laws  came  into  force,  the  sanitary 
condition  of  which  at  the  time,  together  with  the  water¬ 
logged  state  of  the  land  in  the  vicinity,  is  adversely 
criticised.  Cases  commenced  as  far  back  as  December, 
1902,  and  appear  to  have  prevailed,  more  or  less,  through¬ 
out  the  year,  and  there  is  probably  little  doubt  that 
unrecognised  slight  cases  have  had  concern  in  the 
continuance  of  the  disease. 


Dr.  Windle  writing  as  to  the  cases  in  Southall-Norwood 
states  “  except  in  two  or  three  instances  I  am  quite  unable 
to  offer  any  satisfactory  explanation  as  to  the  manner  in 
which  infection  was  acquired  in  the  cases  of  diphtheria 
notified.  .  .  .  Notified  cases  however  serve  only  to 
indicate  the  presence  of  the  disease  and  constitute  by 
no  means  an  index  as  to  the  extent  of  its  prevalence ;  ” 
and  he  implies  in  his  farther  remarks  that  with  the 
aid  of  bacteriological  examination,  cases,  not  presenting 
marked  or  any  clinical  symptoms,  would  perhaps  be 
discovered 
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Typhus. 

No  case  of  typhus  was  notified  during-  the  year.  In 
1902  no  case  was  known  to  have  occurred,  but  six  cases 
occurred  in  1901. 

Enteric  Fever. 

The  total  number  of  cases  notified  amongst  residents  of 
the  County  was  356  or  a  case  rate  of  0*4  per  1,000  persons 
living.  Of  these  51  ended  fatally  which  is  equivalent  to  a 
fatality  rate  of  14*3  per  cent. 

Cases  of  enteric  or  typhoid  fever  were  notified  in  all 
districts  except  Greenford,  Hampton  Wick,  Kingsbury, 
Wembley  and  South  Minims. 

The  chief  references  to  the  occurrence  of  this  disease  are 
the  following  : — 

Acton. — Forty  cases  were  notified  and  five  died.  Eleven 
cases  were  notified  within  two  days,  and  eight  of  these 
had  partaken  of  the  same  milk  supply.  One  patient  had 
taken  two  glasses  of  the  suspected  milk  some  14  days 
before  being  attacked  ;  at  home  she  and  her  relatives  were 
supplied  from  another  dairy.  Although  it  was  impossible 
to  prove  absolutely  that  the  suspected  dairy  was  at  fault, 
yet  the  inference  was  very  suspicious,  and  the  supply  of 
milk  from  this  source  was  stopped  in  the  district. 

Ealing. — “  A  case  of  the  disease  was  notified  to  me  on 
July  28th,  and  was  followed  in  quick  succession  by  others 
until  in  all  1 3  were  reported  before  the  end  of  the  month.” 
During  the  first  week  of  August  additional  cases  occurred 
up  till  the  13th  of  the  month.  A  certain  milk  supply  came 
under  suspicion  and  the  supply  was  stopped. 
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HanwelL. — Four  cases  were  notified  and  “  nearly  all 

«/ 

these  occurred  at  the  same  time  and  were  no  doubt  con¬ 
nected  with,  and  due  to  the  same  cause  (polluted  milk 
supply)  as  the  many  cases  that  occurred  in  an  adjoining 
district.” 

The  three  districts  mentioned  above  adjoin  each  other. 

Staines  {Rural). — “  In  July  enteric  fever  broke  out  in 
some  fruit  pickers’  dwelling's  known  as  the  Huts,  Perry 
Oaks  Farm,  Stairwell.  The  Huts  (old  railway  carriages) 
are  placed  over  an  old  ditch,  and  the  middens  drained  into 

this  immediately  beneath  the  huts.” 

•/ 

In  several  reports  reference  is  made  to  cases  alleged  to 
be  due  to  consumption  of  sewage-contaminated  shell-fish. 


Continued  Fever. 


Four  cases  are  reported  as  having  been  notified  from 
this  disease,  3  of  which  occurred  in  Edmonton,  and  1  in 
Harrow. 


Puerperal  Fever. 


The  cases  notified  were  48  in  number,  as  compared  with 
42  in  1902  and  35  in  1901,  and  20  deaths  from  the  disease 
are  recorded.  No  cases  were  notified  in  the  following 
districts,  namely : —

As  regards  this  disease  59  L  cases  were  notified,  as  com¬ 
pared  with  691  in  1902.

Chicken-Pox. 

The  notification  ol  this  complaint  was  in  force  in  some 
districts  of  the  County  during  the  year  or  part  of  the  year. 
The  disease  was  made  temporarily  notifiable  owing  to  the 
presence  of  smallpox,  and  849  cases  were  notified  in 
the  following,  namely : —

Measles. 

It  has  already  been  mentioned  that  this  disease  was 
notifiable  in  two  districts,  namely,  Friern  Barnet  and 
Hampton,  and  that  in  the  former  it  has  been  decided  to 
discontinue  the  compulsory  notification.  The  epidemic 
prevalence  of  the  disease  is  reported  from  Hornsey 
(attended  by  the  highest  mortality  of  the  last  7  years), 
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Hampton,  Staines  and  Wembley  Urban  Districts,  and 
Staines  Rural  District.  In  most  of  these  places  school 
closure  was  resorted  to  as  a  result.  Measles  also  assumed 
epidemic  proportions  in  Willesden,  and  the  following- 
remarks  by  the  Lady  Health  Visitor  occur  in  the  report : — 

“  In  dealing  with  measles,  1  have  met  with  two 
difficulties  in  particular,  viz. :  — 

“  (1)  The  great  number  of  people  who  look  upon 
measles  as  a  trifling  ailment  and  do  nothing  to 
ensure  the  necessary  care  being-  taken  of  the 
patient. 

t:  (2)  The  question  of  isolation.  This  has,  in  itself, 
many  difficult  points,  the  foremost,  in  many  cases, 
being  the  idea  that  the  precaution  is  an  entirely 
unnecessary  one.” 

It  is  added  that  in  other  cases  want  of  accommodation 
renders  isolation  impossible  and  that  in  many  cases  “  the 
contacts  return  to  school  after  one  week’s  absence,  and 
this  appears  to  be  encouraged  by  the  teachers  and  attend¬ 
ance  officers.” 

In  the  Acton  report  it  is  stated  that  not  a  singde  death 

« 

occurred  from  measles.  This  result,  it  is  believed,  is  due 
to  the  fact  that  the  poorer  classes  in  the  district  now 
understand  the  importance  of  taking  proper  care  of  children 
suffering  from  the  complaint,  and  it  is  added :  “  A  leaflet 
has  now  been  in  circulation  for  some  years,  and  I 
believe  it  has  had  something  to  do  with  this  satisfactory 
result.” 
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In  the  report  relating  to  Heston  and  Isleworth,  the 
following  passage  occurs: — “  1903  is  the  second  complete 
year  in  which  measles  has  not  been  a  notifiable  disease  in 
this  district,  and  there  is  no  reason  to  believe  that  having 
removed  it  from  the  list  has  been  any  disadvantage.” 
Voluntary  notification  by  school  teachers  is  made. 


Whooping!  Cough. 

This  disease  appears  to  have  been  epidemic  in  Finchley 
early  in  the  year,  Wealdstone,  and  Staines  (Rural).  The 
total  number  of  deaths  was  339  as  compared  with  199  in 
the  previous  ;year. 


Diarrhgea. 

The  number  of  deaths  recorded  from  diarrhoea  was  367 
as  compared  with  349  and  67 7  in  the  two  previous  years. 
The  last  two  years  therefore  show  a  considerable  decrease 
upon  the  number  in  1901. 


There  is  but  little  doubt  that  a  chief  factor  in  the 
decreased  number  of  deaths  from  epidemic  diarrhoea  in 
1903  was  the  meteorological  conditions  which  prevailed 
throughout  the  year,  namely,  a  low  temperature  and  a 
large  amount  of  rain.  The  method  in  which  these  two 
•conditions  act  in  bringing  about  the  result  may  not  be 
definitely  stated.  It  is  now  generally  held  that  the 
disease  is  one  of  bacterial  origin,  and  that  infection  of 
food,  especially  milk,  plays  a  large  part  in  its  causation. 
A  low  temperature  tends  to  prevent  the  occurrence  of 
putrefactive  changes  in  food,  whilst  rain  prevents  the 
formation  of  dust,  which,  finding  access  to  food,  helps  in 
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bringing  about  deleterious  changes  in  it.  Both  these 
effects  would  be  especially  marked  in  the  homes  of  the 
poorer  classes,  where  the  provision  of  proper  storage  for 
food  is  often  inadequate  or  entirely  wanting.  Another 
fact  to  be  thought  of  as  regards  food  is  that  in  a  cold  wet 
season  flies,  which  doubtless  play  a  part  in  the  fouling  of 
articles  of  food,  are  considerably  fewer  in  number. 

Phthisis. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  from  phthisis  (excluding  the 
deaths  in  the  two  London  County  Lunatic  Asylums)  was 
663,  which  is  equal  to  a  death-rate  of  0*7  per  1,000  persons 
living.  This  does  not  include  deaths  from  other  tubercular 
diseases  but  refers  only  to  those  from  the  complaint  usually 
known  as  consumption.  If  these  be  added  the  total  deaths 
from  all  tubercular  diseases  was  1,037,  or  10*6  per  cent, 
of  deaths  from  all  causes. 

During*  the  year  a  scheme  was  started  to  provide  a 
sanatorium  for  the  open-air  treatment  of  consumptive 
patients  residing  in  the  County,  and  to  be  known  as  the 
Middlesex  Open-Air  Sanatorium.  A  meeting  was  held  at 
the  Guildhall,  Westminster,  which  was  attended  by 
representatives  of  the  County,  the  Poor  Law  Unions,  the 
Sanitary  Authorities  and  others,  and  a  resolution  was 
carried  “that  a  County  Sanatorium  for  the  open-air  treat¬ 
ment  of  Consumption  is  desirable.”  To  further  the  scheme 
it  was  decided  to  form  a  General  Committee  to  which  the 
County  Council,  the  local  Sanitary  Authorities  and  the 
Boards  of  Guardians  were  to  be  invited  to  nominate 
members.  An  Executive  Committee  was  also  formed  for 
the  purpose  of  “  collecting  funds,  negotiating  with  public 
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bodies,  and  of  considering1  and  reporting  to  the  General 
Committee  on  all  such  matters  as  may  be  necessary  to 
carry  out  the  end  in  view.”  At  a  later  date  (in  1904)  this 
Committee  presented  a  report  as  to  the  best  means  of 
carrying  out  the  proposal,  and  suggesting  a  sanatorium 
providing  for  the  accommodation  of  100  patients. 


In  a  large  number  of  the  annual  reports  favourable 
reference  is  made  by  Medical  Officers  of  Health  to  the 
proposed  sanatorium,  and  it  is  pointed  out  that  considerable 
advantage  will  accrue  when  accommodation  for  the  open- 
air  treatment  of  cases  of  consumption  among'  the  poorer 
classes  of  the  community  is  available. 


The  uses  of  a  sanatorium  may  be  said  to  be  two -fold,, 
namely,  curative  and  educational  If  the  patient  comes, 
under  treatment  early  in  the  disease  its  arrest  may  be- 
expected.  But  amongst  the  poor  a  person  will  often  go  on 
for  some  time  before  seeking  medical  advice,  and  then 
the  disease  is  found  to  have  made  considerable  progress. 
Under  these  circumstances  the  hope  of  cure  is  not  so  good. 
Treatment  of  such  cases  in  a  sanatorium,  however,  would 
improve  the  condition  of  the  patients,  and,  in  addition,  it 
would  have  important  influence  in  educating  them  as  to 
the  best  mode  of  living  to  be  adopted  for  maintaining  their 
health,  and  as  to  the  precautions  to  be  taken  for  the 
prevention  of  the  spread  of  infection. 


But  the  action  to  be  taken  with  a  view  to  the  prevention 
of  phthisis  is  not  limited  to  the  provision  of  a  sanatorium. 
There  are  other  steps  which  may  well  be  taken  either  if  a 
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sanatorium  has  been  provided  or  not,  and  which  should  not 
be  neglected  if  full  advantage  is  to  be  derived  from  sana¬ 
torium  treatment.  These  include  such  measures  as,  the 
notification  of  phthisis,  the  interviewing  of  patients  when 
they  cannot  at  once  be  admitted  to  a  sanatorium  or  are  not 
suitable  cases  for  admission,  and  instructing  them  and  the 
other  members  of  the  family  by  oral  and  printed  directions, 
the  examination  of  the  dwelling  and  the  carrying  out  of 
cleansing  and  disinfection  if  necessary,  or  upon  the  death  of 
the  patient  or  removal  to  other  premises,  and  the  provision 
of  accommodation  for  poor  patients  in  the  last  stages  of 
the  disease  who  are  not  suitable  cases  for  a  sanatorium, 
and  who  cannot  be  properly  attended  to  at  their  own 
homes. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  in  the  County  of  Middlesex 
three  districts  have  already  made  arrangement  for  the 
voluntary  notification  of  cases  of  consumption  and  that  in 
many  of  the  reports  relating  to  other  districts  Medical 
Officers  of  Health  advocate  this  step  being  taken.  The 
three  districts  referred  to  are — Acton,  Chiswick  and 
Finchley.  In  the  last  mentioned  the  District  Council 
determined  to  make  the  complaint  voluntarily  notifiable 
during  the  year  1908,  and  accordingly  a  circular  letter 
was  addressed  to  all  medical  practitioners  in  the  district 
inviting  their  co-operation  and  stating  that  the  usual 
notification  fees  would  be  paid  for  any  case  of  consumption 
not  previously  notified  from  the  same  premises.  The 
consent  of  the  patient  or  person  in  charge  of  patient  to  the 
notification  is  to  be  obtained.  Handbills  as  to  the 
precautions  which  should  be  observed  by  patients  have 
been  prepared  and  will  be  left  at  houses  when  a  case  is 
notified. 
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In  the  following  reports  the  voluntary  notification  of 
phthisis  is  referred  to  and  advocated,  namely  : —

necessary. 


Cancer. 


The  number  of  deaths  ascribed  to  cancer  and  malignant 
disease  in  the  County  of  Middlesex  in  1903  was  611.  The 
following  are  references  to  this  subject  in  the  annual 
reports : — 

Finchley. — “  In  cancer  we  have  a  terrible  disease,  fur¬ 
nishing’  a  progressive  increase  in  mortality,  more  especially 
among  males.  No  one  can  reasonably  doubt  the  real 
nature  of  much  of  this  increase.  It  can  be  demonstrated 
as  not  due  to  any  altered  age  and  sex  distribution  of  the 
population  of  this  country,  and  the  statistics  of  other 
countries  (Germany,  America,  France,  Sweden,  Holland, 
Switzerland,  Russia,  and  several  of  our  Colonies)  furnish 
records  of  an  increase  very  similar  to  our  own.  Local 
irritation  or  injury  is  a  strong  predisposing  if  not  exciting 
factor,  especially  among  those  with  congenital  vulnerability 
to  the  disease,  and  when  we  add  that  in  certain  districts 
cancer  is  more  rife  than,  in  others,  we  have  almost  exhausted 
the  stock  of  our  present  knowledge.” 


(42)  d 
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Chiswick. — “  Cancer  caused  28  deaths  indicating  an 
increase  of  11  on  those  for  1902.” 

Hornsey. — “  There  has  again  been  an  increase  in  the 
mortality  from  this  disease,  the  number  of  deaths,  59  com¬ 
paring  with  50  for  the  previous  year.  .  .  .  The 

increase  in  the  deaths  from  cancer  is  much  to  be 
regretted,  but  that  Hornsey  is  not  exceptional  in  this  is 
shown  by  the  fact  that  there  has  been  a  steady  increase  in 
the  cancer  mortality  in  the  whole  of  England  for  many 
years.  At  present  very  little  is  known  as  to  the  real 
cause  of  cancer,  and  no  certain  cure  has,  so  far,  been 
discovered.” 


Wiilesden. — “The  deaths  from  cancer  show  a  steady 
increase  from  year  to  year,  and  if  the  ratio  of  deaths  front 
this  disease  to  those  from  phthisis  be  compared  in  different 
years,  it  will  be  noticed  that  malignant  disease  is  steadily 
overtaking  consumption  in  its  annual  tribute  of  deaths.” 


Hendon  (Rural), — “  Nine  deaths  from  cancer  form  an 
unduly  large  proportion  of  the  82  deaths  from  all  causes. 
.  .  .  What  is  the  cause  of  this  most  terrible,  most 
painful,  yet  steadily  increasing  cause  of  death  ?  This 
question,  as  I  have  pointed  out  to  you  on  former  occasions, 
is  one  of  the  greatest  importance,  not  only  to  the  general 
practitioner,  but  also  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 
The  answer,  no  doubt,  will  come  in  the  course  of  time, 
though  it  seems  a  long  way  off  at  present.  Eor  the 
present,  we  may  safely  recommend  those  whom  it  may 
concern  to  pay  scrupulous  attention  to  the  most  minute 
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details  of  personal  cleanliness,  to  remove  all  sources  of 
chronic  irritation,  to  practice  moderation  in  diet,  to  abstain 
from  putrid  food,  such  as  ‘high’  game,  etc.,  and  to  avoid 
imperfectly  cooked  meats.” 


Bacteriological  Examinations  for  Suspected 
Infectious  Disease. 

The  aid  of  bacteriology  in  connection  with  the  occur¬ 
rence  of  cases  of  illness  may  usefully  be  resorted  to  when 
the  clinical  symptoms  raise  suspicion  that  the  patient  is 
suffering  from  diphtheria,  typhoid  fever,  or  phthisis.  In 
suspected  diphtheria,  the  examination  of  material  obtained 
by  swabs  of  the  throat  or  nasal  secretions  are  especially 
useful.  This  examination  is  also  not  only  useful,  but  often 
necessary  at  the  end  of  the  illness  when  patients  are 
convalescent,  with  a  view  to  ascertaining  whether  they 
are  free  from  infection,  and  can  be  allowed  to  mix  with 
others  without  risk.  Where  the  disease  occurs  amongst 
school  children  or  in  institutions,  it  is  also  well  to  extend 
the  examination  by  obtaining  material  from  the  throats  or 
nasal  passages  of  children  who  have  been  in  contact  with 
the  patient,  as  at  times  such  children  though  apparently 
not  suffering  from  disease  are  found  to  be  harbouring 
the  infective  bacillus  and  act  as  sources  of  infection 
to  others  who  then  develop  the  complaint  in  a  clinical 
form. 

Deference  to  the  fact  that  provision  is  made  for 
bacteriological  examinations  is  made  in  some  of  the 
reports. 
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Brentford. — “  Swabs  and  sterilized  tubes  are  also  supplied, 
and  bacteriological  examinations  made  at  the  Isolation 
Hospital  as  soon  as  possible  to  verify  diagnosis.”  (In 
connection  with  the  subject  of  diphtheria.) 

Enfield. — “  1  have  made  12  examinations  of  swabs  sent 
to  me  for  the  purpose,  with  the  result  that  4  were  found  to 
have  the  true  diphtheria  bacillus  present.” 

Hanwell. — In  connection  with  the  subject  of  diphtheria 
it  is  stated  “  the  diagnosis  of  the  disease  was  in  the  majority 
of  instances  confirmed  by  bacteriological  examination.” 


Harrow. — “  It  should  also  be  known  to  the  medical 
profession  and  the  public  that  diagnosis  swabs  and  tubes  are 
supplied  by  the  Council  .  .  .  and  a  speedy  diagnosis  is 

then  telegraphed  from  the  Lister  Institute,  all  free  of 
charge.”  (In  connection  with  subject  of  diphtheria.) 

Southgate. — Diagnosis  outfits  are  provided  by  the  Council 
for  sending  material  in  suspected  cases  of  typhoid, 
diphtheria  or  phthisis  to  the  Lister  Institute,  and  62 
specimens  were  sent  during  the  year. 

Tottenham. — “The  Bacteriological  Department  established 
during  the  year  has  proved  a  very  decided  advantage  to 
the  district.”  Specimens  were  examined  in  connection  with 
cases  of  all  these  diseases. 

In  other  districts  arrangement  is,  no  doubt,  also  made 
for  the  same  purpose. 
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III.— ISOLATION  HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION  AND 

DISINFECTION. 

It  is  not  possible  from  the  reports  relating  to  the  year 
to  arrive  at  a  complete  result  as  to  the  provision  which 
exists  in  the  County  for  the  isolation  of  infectious  disease. 
Reference  as  to  the  accommodation  provided  is  generally 
made  if  the  hospital  has  only  recently  been  built,  or  if 
it  is  in  course  of  construction,  but  the  accommodation 
available  is  not  always  stated  where  the  hospital  has  been 
in  use  for  some  time.  To  do  so  would  involve  repetition 
from  year  to  year  of  a  fact  well  known  to  those  intimately 
concerned  in  the  public  health  work  of  the  district,  and 
therefore  appears  to  be  unnecessary,  but  the  omission  of 
any  statement  on  the  subject  lessens  the  value  of  the 
report  to  others  seeking  information  on  the  matter. 

The  table  given  in  the. report  for  the  County  for  1902  has 
however  been  corrected  and  brought  up  to  date  so  far  as 
references  are  made  in  the  annual  reports. 

From  the  information  contained  in  this  table  it  will  be 
seen  that  local  authorities  in  Middlesex  have  provided  or 
are  providing  hospitals  for  patients  suffering  from  the 
ordinary  infectious  diseases,  or  that  they  have  made 
arrangements  for  the  reception  of  such  patients  in  the 
hospitals  of  adjoining  districts,  except  in  the  case  of 
Hampton  Wick,  Hanwell,  Kingsbury,  Staines  (Urban), 
Sunbury,  Teddington,  South  Mimms,  and  Staines  (Rural). 
As  regards  these  hospital  accommodation  has  not  been 
provided. 
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In  connection  with  the  subject  of  hospital  accommoda¬ 
tion  the  following  remarks  by  Medical  Officers  of  Health 
need  to  be  quoted  : — 

Ealing. — “As  you  are  aware  carefully  prepared  plans 
for  its  (the  Borough  Hospital)  extension  are  only  awaiting 
the  sanction  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  so  that  when 
this  approval  is  obtained  a  practically  new,  improved  and 
much  enlarged  hospital  will  be  commenced.” 

Ednonton. — “The  present  arrangement  between  the 
District  Council  and  the  Enfield  Council,  whereby  a  certain 
number  of  beds  are  reserved  in  the  Enfield  Isolation 
Hospital  for  infectious  cases  from  Edmonton  is  likely 
before  long  to  prove  quite  inadequate.  I  should  be  want¬ 
ing  in  a  sense  of  duty  if  I  allowed  the  low  figures 
registered  under  the  notifiable  infectious  diseases  during 
the  past  year  to  lull  the  Council  into  what  would  be  a 
false  feeling  of  security.” 

Finchley. — “•  The  agreement  with  the  Hornsey  Borough 
Council  with  reference  to  the  conjoint  use  of  their  isolation 
hospital  for  Hornsey  and  Finchle}^  patients  came  into 
operation  on  April  1st,  1903.  By  this  arrangement  25 
beds  will  be  reserved  for  the  use  of  Finchley  patients  and 
cases  of  three  different  diseases  will  be  isolated.” 

Friern  Barnet. — “  I  have  again  to  point  out  that  with 
the  increase  of  the  population  .  .  .  the  want  of  definite 

accommodation  will  be  felt  more  and  more.  At  times 
there  is  delay  and  great  difficulty  in  getting  beds  ”  in  the 
hospitals  of  the  surrounding  districts,  namely,  Enfield, 
Hornsey,  Southgate  and  Hendon. 
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Hampton. — u  As  the  new  isolation  hospital  was  not 
completed  by  September,  when  our  tenure  at  Tolworth 
expired,  the  Council  made  arrangements  with  the  Tolworth 
Joint  Hospital  Board  to  extend  our  time  for  six  months.” 

Hanwell. — u  The  question  of  isolating  these  cases  of 
infectious  diseases  has  been  ever  before  us  during-  the  past 
year,  and  I  can  assure  you  has*given  rise  to  more  anxiety 
to  your  officials  than  any  other.  I  think  it  seems  re¬ 
grettable  that  each  small  authority  should  have  to  provide 
such  accommodation  of  which  it  is  so  difficult  to  estimate 
the  exact  requirements.  Far  better  would  it  be  for  all 
concerned,  I  believe,  if  the  Central  Authority  were  to 
provide  several  hospitals  of  considerable  size  for  the  use 
of  the  various  districts  in  the  County.” 


ITeston  and  Isleworth. — “  I  am  anxious  to  call  the  atten¬ 
tion  of  the  Council  to  the  urgent  necessity  of  increasing 
the  accommodation  provided  at  the  hospital  for  the 
reception  of  scarlet  fever  cases.  .  .  . 

“  .  .  .  1  am  aware  that  the  Heston  and  Isleworth  Council 
is  prepared  to  cany  out  its  duty  in  the  matter  and  that  the 
delay  has  been  chiefly  caused  by  a  difference  of  opinion 
between  the  constituent  authorities,  as  to  their  relative 
financial  responsibility.”  Sug-gestion  is  made  that  further 
delay  should  be  prevented,  if  necessary  by  appeal  to  the 
Local  Government  Board.  The  need  of  additional  accom¬ 
modation  has  existed  for  some  time  and  has  led  to 
overcrowding  of  the  scarlet  fever  wards  to  an  extent 
that  compelled  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  Heston 
and  Isleworth,  with  the  sanction  of  the  Health  Committee, 
to  refuse  sending'  any  patient  to  the  hospital. 
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Southall- Nor  wood. — The  new  hospital  was  to  be  opened 
early  in  1904.  The  site  comprises  three  acres  and  contains 
the  following :  “  Administrative,  Mortuary  and  Laundry, 

Pavilion,  Isolation  and  Discharging  Blocks,  built  with 
provision  for  two  future  Pavilion  Blocks,  two  Isolation 
Blocks,  and  Lodge-Keeper’s  Cottage.  The  present 
buildings  giving  accommodation  for  17  beds  and  the 
future  blocks  adding  another  34  beds. 

“  .  .  .  The  cost  of  the  land  was  £1,050,  the  contract 
for  buildings  £9,237,  and  contracts  for  furnishing  £1,077.” 


Southgate. — The  hospital  was  always  well  tilled  with 
patients,  and  in  view  of  this  fact  tire  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  states : — “  1  am  therefore  of  opinion  that  taking 
into  consideration  the  rapidity  with  which  the  population 
of  the  district  is  increasing,  it  is  very  desirable  that  the 
other  half  of  the  isolation  block  should  be  completed  as 
soon  as  possible.” 

Twickenham .  -  A  temporary  hospital  is  at  present  in  use. 
It  is  stated  : — The  Council’s  application  for  sanction  to  a 
loan  for  the  purpose  of  acquiring  land  in  a  most  eligible 
part  of  the  district  whereon  may  be  erected  a  hospital 
most  suitable  for  the  requirements  of  the  district  has  been, 
up  to  the  present,  unfortunately  unsuccessful,  the  only 
contention  of  the  Local  Government  Board  appears  to  be 
the  proximity  of  the  Hounslow  Powder  Mills.  .  .  . 

“.  .  .  Two  conferences  were  held  with  neighbouring 
Urban  District  Councils  as  to  the  desirability  of  a  com¬ 
bination  for  establishing  an  Isolation  Hospital.  After 
careful  consideration  the  Council  determined  that  such  a 
course  was  not  advisable  at  the  present  time.” 
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Sunbury. — In  connection  with  outbreaks  of  diphtheria 
and  scarlet  fever  it  is  stated: — ‘‘Unless  provided  with  a 
properly  equipped  hospital  or  special  building-  sufficiently 
isolated  to  treat  such  cases  at  their  earliest  period, 
epidemics  like  the  present  one  .  .  .  will  always  be  most 
difficult  to  check.” 


Disinfection. 

The  subject  of  disinfection  may  be  considered  under  two 
parts,  namely : — 

1.  The  disinfection  of  rooms. 

2.  The  disinfection  of  articles  of  bedding,  clothing-,  etc. 

As  regards  rooms  the  methods  adopted  appear  to  be 
either  fumigation  by  burning  sulphur  or  the  use  of 
formaldehyde  in  the  form  of  a  spray  or  by  burning, 
together  with  the  stripping  of  walls  and  cleansing  where 
necessary. 

For  the  disinfection  of  articles  of  clothing,  many 
authorities  have  provided  one  or  another  form  of  steam 
disinfecting  apparatus,  but  so  far  as  the  information 
available  goes,  it  appears  that  there  are  still  several 
districts  without  such  means  for  the  purpose,  and  it  is  not 
possible  to  state  whether  these  authorities  in  all  cases 
have  made  arrangements  with  contractors  or  otherwise, 
to  ensure  satisfactory  disinfection. 

The  following  table  from  last  year’s  report  has  as  far  as 
possible  been  corrected  from  the  information  in  the 
Annual  Reports : — 
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Disinfection  of  Clothing,  &c. — continued. 
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IV.-GENERAL  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES. 

An  account  of  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  each  of  the 
districts  in  the  County  based  upon  the  annual  reports 
and  the  “Sanitation”  Tables  supplied  by  the  County 
Council  and  attached  to  the  majority  of  the  reports  are 
largely  dealt  with  in  Part  2  of  this  report.  In  the 
following’  account  a  summary  is  given  of  the  particulars 
supplied,  together  with  the  more  noteworthy  references 
made  on  any  special  subject  by  Medical  Officers  of  Health. 
The  information  is  perhaps  not  complete,  since  in  a  few 
instances  returns  are  either  not  given  or  different  forms 
are  adopted  rendering  extraction  difficult. 

Houses  and  Overcrowding. 

The  following  particulars  have  been  compiled  from  the 
reports  and  tables  :  —

The  returns  supplied  as  regards  number  of  inspections 
and  reinspections,  letters  written  and  notices  served, 
indicate  considerable  activity  in  the  sanitary  administration 
of  various  districts.  As  many  as  139,316  inspections  and 
reinspections  are  reported  as  having  been  made.  These 
include  house  to  house  inspections  and  systematic  inspection 
of  other  premises. 
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The  more  important  references  in  connection  with  the 
subject  of  housing  and  overcrowding,  are  the  following  : — 

Brentford. — “  In  a  town  like  Brentford  the  great  difficulty 
always  has  been  and  will  be  how  to  provide  proper  house 
accommodation  at  a  small  cost.  Many  of  our  residents 
earn  small  wages  and  consequently  cannot  afford  to  pay 
high  rents.  I  am  always  most  careful  never  to  condemn 
a  small  house  if  it  can  be  put  into  decent  repair,  for  a  house 
however  small  is  much  less  liable  to  overcrowding  and  can 
be  easier  watched  than  a  more  pretentious  dwelling-  which 
is  let  off  in  rooms.” 


Friern  Barnet. — u  The  Committee  have  not  been  able  to 
recommend  the  erection  of  workmen’s  dwellings  owing  to 
the  high  prices  asked  for  suitable  sites.” 

Hampton. — “  Four  houses  in  one  block  have  been  closed 
by  order  of  the  Magistrates,  as  being  unfit  for  human 
habitation  and  are  now  being-  demolished.” 


Harrow. — “  The  proportion  of  flats  to  separate  houses 
amounts  to  one-fifth,  whilst  last  year  the  proportion  was 
only  one-tenth.  I  deeply  regret  this  as  our  neighbours  at 
Wealdstone  have  ascertained  that  the  diffusion  of  infection 
is  much  greater  and  the  death  rate  higher  in  flats  than  in 
separate  houses.” 


Southgate. — “  In  view  of  the  number  of  old  cottages  being 
pulled  down  ....  to  make  room  for  villa  and  shop  property, 
the  necessity  for  providing  suitable  dwellings  under  this 

(42)  e  2 
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Act  [Housing’  of  Working-  Classes  Act]  becomes  every 
year  more  urgent,  and  I  trust  you  will  not  lose  sight  of  this 
important  matter.  As  I  have  several  times  urged  before, 
there  is  no  more  useful  or  necessary  sanitary  measure  you 
could  undertake.” 

Southall-Nonvood. — “Considering  the  character  of  the 
population  there  is  practically  no  overcrowding  in  the 
district.  In  order  to  arrive  at  this  it  has  been  necessary  to 
take  stringent  measures  with  regard  to  houses  let  in 
lodgings.” 

Uxbridge  (Rural). — ‘k  As  I  have  observed  in  formerreports 
the  housing  problem  is  still  unsolved,  and  so  far  we  seem 
no  nearer  a  solution.  The  difficulties  are  that  owing  to  the 
increased  cost  of  labour  and  material  it  is  impossible  to 
build  cottages  complying  with  your  bye-laws  which  could 
be  profitably  let  at  a  rental  within  the  means  of  the 
labourer.” 


Common  Lodging  Houses. 

The  returns  as  to  the  number  of  registered  common 
lodging  houses  is  apparently  incomplete.  References 
from  the  reports  will  be  found  in  Part  II.  under  the  various 
districts.  A  new  common  lodging  house  capable  of  accom¬ 
modating  147  men  has  been  erected  in  Acton. 

Movable  Dwellings,  Caravans. 

During  the  year,  1,G00  of  this  class  of  dwelling-  are 
reported  as  having  come  under  observation,  and  in  several 
reports  it  is  stated  that  they  are  becoming  an  increasing- 
source  of  trouble,  and  that  it  was  necessary  to  take  steps 
for  removing  them  from  tie  district. 


Water  Supply. 
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Canal  Boats. 

A  large  number  of  canal  boats  used  as  dwellings  were 
inspected,  and  123  contraventions  of  the  regulations  relating 
to  them  are  reported.  The  number  of  boats  visited  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  returns  is  514,  but  this  is  not  the  total. 

Water  Supply. 

The  whole  area  of  the  County  appears  to  be  included 
within  the  areas  of  supply  of  several  of  the  Metropolitan 
water  companies  (now  the  Metropolitan  Water  Board) 
and  other  public  water  companies,  and,  from  the  returns 
given  by  Medical  Officers  of  Health,  houses  in  more 
thickly  occupied  parts  are  all  supplied  from  one  or 
other  public  source.  In  such  cases  the  number  of 
houses  provided  with  water  by  a  water  company  varies 
from  95  to  100  per  cent.  In  the  more  outlying  parts  of 
rural  portions  of  the  County  the  residents  still  depend 
upon  the  water  obtained  from  local  wells.  During  the  year 
it  appears  that  43  wells  were  closed  as  being  polluted,  and 
19  were  cleansed  and  repaired,  whilst  30  wells  were  newly 
sunk.  In  several  districts  where  a  public  supply  is  entirely 
in  use  from  95  to  100  per  cent,  of  the  houses  have  a 
constant  service  of  water.  Returns  are  given  of  1,971 
instances  in  which  a  drawtrap  from  the  main  has  been 
provided  during  the  year. 

The  following  remarks  in  the  annual  reports  need  to  be 
set  out : — 

Staines  (Rural). — “There  are  still  supplies  of  water  for 
domestic  purposes  obtained  from  questionable  sources 
(shallow  wells,  etc.),  and  these  are  constantly  being-  tested, 
and  when  found  wrong  condemned.  There  is  a  growing 
tendency  to  adopt  the  main  water  when  available.” 
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Uxbridge  (Rural). — “  The  difficulty  of  providing  a  satis¬ 
factory  water  supply  in  a  rural  district  is  very  great,  and 
there  are  many  cottages  without  a  supply  of  water  fit  for 
drinking  purposes;  in  many  cases  the  water  is  obtained 
from  shallow  surface  wells,  and  in  others  from  polluted 
ditches  ....  Water  has,  however,  been  laid  on  to  Hill’s 
Lane,  Northwood,  and  other  cottages.” 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

In  connection  with  the  subject  of  excrement  disposal, 
sewerage  and  the  methods  of  dealing  with  sewage  adopted, 
the  following  information  is  available  : —

In  addition,  in  many  districts  a  considerable  amount  of 
new  sewers  has  been  constructed  or  is  in  course  of  con¬ 
struction,  including  in  the  case  of  Hornsey  the  reconstruc¬ 
tion  of  the  low  level  sewer  which  collapsed  and  necessitated 
“  the  temporary  disposal  by  pumping  and  diversion  of  the 
whole  of  the  sewage  flowing  from  the  west  and  south-west 
portion  of  the  district.” 
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The  chief  references  in  the  reports  are  as  follows : — 

Acton. — iC  The  bacterial  treatment  at  the  Sewage  Works, 

Warple  Way,  is  proceeding'  satisfactorily . The 

Surveyor  has  modified  the  filters  so  as  to  diminish  to  the 
utmost  any  rippling'  in  the  effluent,  and  in  consequence  far 
less  sulphuretted  hydrogen  is  set  free  than  was  the  case 
a  year  ago.  Considering  the  rapid  growth  of  the  district, 
provision  will  probably  have  to  be  made  for  larger  septic 
tanks  and  filters  in  the  near  future,  and  for  the  same 
reason  our  main  sewers  will  have  to  be  enlarged  or  new 
ones  laid.” 

Ealing. — “  With  regard  to  the  main  drainage  system  the 
excessive  growth  of  rhe  borough,  especially  in  its  Avestern 
and  south-western  portions,  has  necessarily  engaged  the 
serious  consideration  of  your  Borough  Engineer  and  myself, 
and  I  believe  sufficient  and  adequate  provision  to  cope  with 
it  Avill  be  found  to  have  been  made  when  the  extensions  in 
progress  at  the  southern  sewage  works  are  completed.” 
Proposals  for  dealing  with  storm  water  are  also  before  the 
Local  Government  Board. 


Friern  Barnet  and  Hampton. — “  Alterations  and  extensions 
of  the  tank  capacity  and  filter  beds  at  these  sewage  works 
are  being,  or  have  been,  effected.” 


Hampton  Wick. — “The  surface  water  drainage  scheme 
has  been  completed  and  has  done  much  to  improve  the 
sanitary  condition  of  the  roads,  especially  in  the  recent  wet 
season.”  Rain-water  pipes  from  houses  are  being  discon¬ 
nected  from  the  soil  sewers. 
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Harrow. — Writing'  on  the  subject  of  water-closets 
without  water,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  states,  “  A 
great  many  of  these  insanitary  appliances  have  been  done 
away  with,  but  s6  long  as  one  remains  in  the  district  it 
constitutes  a  blot  upon  our  sanitation.  I  trust  that  your 
Council  will  at  length  grant  my  repeated  requests  that  all 
these  should  be  abolished.” 

Kingsbury .- — “  The  new  drainage  scheme  has  been 
working  quite  satisfactorily,  and  the  sewage  farm  has 
been  able  to  deal  with  the  effluent  in  a  satisfactory 
manner.” 


Heston  and  Is/eworth. — “  During  the  year  new  drainage 
regulations  have  been  drawn  up  by  a  Sub-Committee  of 
the  Health  and  Works  Committee,  which  will  be  of  great 
assistance  in  obtaining  proper  construction  of  new  drains 
and  will  supplement  the  new  By-laws.” 

Sunbury “  I  am  not  at  all  satisfied  with  the  ventilation 
of  our  sewers.  The  vent  shafts  in  the  majority  of 
instances  are  too  far  apart,  and  long  stretches  are  not 
ventilated  at  all. 

u  The  open  manholes  were  a  distinct  nuisance,  and  when 
solid  covers  were  substituted,  large  fresh  air  inlets  should 
have  been  installed  and  more  vent  shafts  put  in,  as  1 
recommended  at  the  time. 

“  The  attachment  of  a  vent  shaft  to  a  human  habitation 
should  be  avoided  as  far  as  possible,  except  the  building  is 
sufficiently  high  and  a  suitable  position  for  the  same. 
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“  The  complaints  about  the  Nursery  Road  vent  shaft, 
near  the  ejector,  have  been  numerous,  and  are  well  founded. 
This  shaft  should  be  much  higher  and  larger  in  calibre,  as 
it  is  one  of  the  most  important  vent  shafts  throughout  the 
system,  being  close  to  the  ejector  delivering  the  sewage  to 
the  outfall  site.  The  enormous  rainfall  of  the  past  year 
has  had  a  paralyzing  effect  on  the  proper  working  of  the 
sewers,  which  let  in  so  much  subsoil  water  that  the 
pumping  machinery  at  the  outfall  works  was  very  heavily 
taxed,  and  even  then,  over  and  over  again,  sections  had  to 
be  cut  off  to  make  headway  at  all. 

“  During  the  floods  the  condition  of  certain  premises  in 
Thames  Street,  where  cellarage  accommodation  is  neces¬ 
sary  for  business  purposes,  was  most  unsatisfactory,  and 
although  the  stop  valves  were  used,  owing  to  the  flood 
level  of  the  river,  still  they  ran  a  great  risk  from  the 
temporary  stopping  of  their  relief  drains. 

“  I  mention  all  this  as  showing  the  great  difficulty  which 
arises  in  a  riverside  place  like  Sunbury,  in  dealing  satis¬ 
factorily  with  sewerage  so  clo-e  to  a  river  like  the  Thames. 
Sunbury  itself  has  not  been  particular  in  tin's  respect,  as 
many  other  places  contiguous  to  the  River  Thames,  were 
for  a  time,  in  a  very  serious  plight  with  regard  to  their 
drainage  systems.  Anything-  that  disturbs  the  proper 
working  of  a  sewerage  system  is  not  calculated  to  further 
the  health  of  a  district  which  has  been  compelled  to  adopt 
the  same.  Whether  it  is  the  particular  system,  or  the 
proper  carrying  out  of  the  details  which  are  at  fault 
remains  to  be  seen.  The  leakages  are  very  evident  about 
the  Sunbury  Common  area. 

“  To  my  mind,  independent  expert  opinion  and  advice 
should  be  taken  without  delay  to  meet  what  might 
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become  at  any  moment  a  serious  menace  to  health.  As 
far  as  the  outfall  site  is  concerned  everything-  is  in  a 
satisfactory  condition.  The  land,  dealing  with  the  whole 
that  the  machinery  can  deliver  there,  which  is  treated  on 
the  Broad  Irrigation  plan,  so  effectually,  that  not  a  single 
complaint  has  been  lodged  as  to  a  nuisance  being  caused 
in  this  region.  Of  course  the  continuous  pumping  of  such 
a  mass  of  liquid,  mainly  subsoil  water,  puts  a  great  strain 
on  the  oil  engines — of  which  there  are  three.  When 
laying  down  the  scheme,  it  was  certainly  never  calculated 
that  such  a  large  amount  of  subsoil  water  would  have  to 
be  dealt  with.  The  Surveyor,  Mr.  Coales,  informs  me 
that  he  has  some  plan  by  which  he  hopes  to  effectually  deal 
with  the  difficulty.” 

Uxbridge  (Urban). — “  I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report 
more  favourably  concerning  the  sewage  works  and  that 
no  complaints  have  reached  me  for  some  considerable 
time.” 

Willesden. — The  followiug  remarks  are  made  as  regards 
the  area  of  the  district  which  does  not  drain  into  the 
Metropolitan  Sewerage  System.  The  population  of  the 
area  draining  into  the  latter  amounts  to  70,413. 

“  The  Brent  area  with  a  population  of  51,798  drains  into 
the  Council’s  sewers,  which  discharge  at  the  outfall  works 
at  the  sewage  farm,  Stonebridge.  It  is  there  subject  to 
triple  treatment,  chemical  precipitation,  filtration  through 
polarite  and  intermittent  filtration  through  land.  The  land 
a  stiff  clay  or  clayey  gravel,  is  wholly  unsuited  for  the 
purpose  of  sewage  treatment.  It  is  situated  at  the  lowest 
lying  part  of  the  Brent  area,  and  is  rapidly  being  sur¬ 
rounded  by  houses.  The  extension  of  tramwTays  will  cause 
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a  farther  and  very  large  increase  in  the  population  in  this 
vicinity,  and  it  is  only  a  matter  of  time  before  the  position 
of  these  works  will  be  incompatible  with  the  healthy 
environment  which  must  be  secured  to  every  large  urban 
population.  Some  61  acres  are  already  absorbed  in  the 
treatment  of  sewage,  including  some  nine  acres  requi¬ 
sitioned  for  this  purpose  during  the  year.  An  early 
extension  is  contemplated  by  which  a  further  14  acres 
will  be  brought  under  treatment,  and  when  the  works 
necessary  for  this  are  completed  the  sewage  will  still  be 
in  excess  of  what  the  land  is  capable  of  dealing  with 
effectively,  and  it  will  be  necessary,  ere  long,  that  some 
other  means  of  treating'  the  sewage  will  be  found.  Bacterio¬ 
logical  treatment  offers  an  immediate  prospect  of  effect¬ 
ing  this  purpose,  but  the  rapid  growth  of  the  population 
around  the  sewage  farm  raises  the  very  serious  question 
as  to  whether  it  is  advisable  to  expend  large  sums  of 
money  in  what  at  the  best  can  be  looked  upon  as  only  a 
temporary  measure.  There  is  no  more  serious  sanitary 
problem  in  Willesden  than  this,  the  treatment  of  its  sewage. 
The  possible  issues  are — (1)  an  arrangement  with  the 
London  County  Council  whereby  they  receive  the  whole  of 
the  sewage  of  Willesden  into  their  sewers  ;  (2)  arrange¬ 
ments  with  the  other  Urban  Districts  situated  within  the 
Brent  Watershed  for  a  joint  scheme  which  shall,  by  means 
of  a  valley  sewer,  enable  them  to  discharge  their  effluent 
into  the  tidal  water  of  the  Thames ;  (3)  the  adoption  of 
bacterial  treatment  of  sewage  on  the  present  site ;  (4)  the 
securing  of  a  site  in  some  area  less  likely  to  be  surrounded 
by  an  urban  population  lower  down  the  Brent  Valley, 
Which  of  these  will  prove  practicable  only  the  future  can 
show.” 
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Staines  (Rural), — “  With  regard  to  the  emptying  of  cess¬ 
pools  there  is  yet  much  to  be  desired,  especially  in  detail  j 
the  whole  question  is  one  of  great  difficulty.  To  prevent 
it  at  times  from  becoming  a  nuisance  is  practically 
impossible,  although  every  care  may  be  taken.  The 
cariing’  of  the  contents  of  the  vans  to  their  destination 
through  the  streets  during  the  day,  if  proper  precautions 
be  taken,  ought  not  to  be  offensive,  but  I  regret  to  say 
that  complaints  have  reached  me  from  time  to  time  which 
are  well  founded,  and  which  have  been  confirmed  by 
personal  observation.”

u  A  large  amount  of  new  property  has  been  erected  in 
Felt-ham  and  Ashford  during  the  year ;  both  these  places 
are  growing  fast. 

“  In  consequence  of  certain  property  having  been 
erected,  forming  nearly  the  whole  side  of  one  road  in  the 
Ashford  Park  Estate,  Feltham,  where  the  subsoil  water 
rose  to  within  18  inches  of  the  surface,  great  care  was 
necessary  in  ascertaining  that  the  sanitary  arrangements 
were  workable  in  such  a  waterlogged  area,  and  in  con¬ 
sequence  I  asked  our  Chairman  and  Surveyor  to  visit  the 
spot  with  me.  One  block  of  ten  houses  was  to  drain  into 
a  large  chamber,  and,  although  the  houses  were  billed  to  be 
let,  on  examination  of  the  said  chamber  it  was  found  filled 
to  the  top  with  subsoil  water,  showing  the  faulty  con¬ 
struction  and  danger  that  would  have  arisen  had  they  been 
inhabited. 

u  Since  that  time  the  Surveyor  has  been  insisting  on 
large  iron  tanks,  because  the  main  difficulty  is  the  keeping 
out  the  land  water  and  thus  rendering  the  system 
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inoperative.  The  special  bye-law  which  you  have  adopted 
should  help  very  much  to  obviate  further  trouble  in  this 
direction.  The  difficulty  of  putting  in  proper  sewers  in 
such  areas  of  waterlogged  ground  has  just  had  practical 
illustration  in  the  neighbouring  U.D.G.  of  Sunbury,  where 
it  became  so  acute  that  the  sewerage  regurgitated  back  on 
the  premises,  causing  great  distress,  insanitation,  and 
danger  to  health/’

“The  Staines  Urban  District  Council  Outfall  Works  at 
West  Bedfont  have  not  caused  the  same  anxiety  as  last 
year,  but  there  is  still  room  for  improvement,  and  i  think 
it  is  only  when  they  pump  crude  sewage  direct  on  to  1  he  land 
that  the  nuisance  arises.  The  great  expense  they  have 
recently  been  put  to  in  building’  filter  beds,  shows  at  least 
they  are  doing  all  they  can  to  make  themselves  as  little  a 
nuisance  as  possible.” 

“  The  little  scheme  at  Harmondsworth  Old  Village,  put 
in  under  your  Surveyor,  apparently  works  all  right.  It 
certainly  has  improved  the  health  of  this  part  of  the 
parish.” 

“  I  visited  the  Outfall  Works  of  the  Cranford  Sewers,  and 
found  them  working  satisfactorily.” 


Uxbridge  (Rural). — “Now  that  your  extensive  drainage 
schemes  for  Ruislip,  Northwood,  Hillingdon,  West  Drayton, 
Yiewsley  and  Cowley  are  completed,  the  houses  are  being 
rapidly  connected  up  to  them,  and  the  advantage  is  already 
shewn  by  the  almost  entire  absence  of  Enteric  Fever  from 
your  District. 
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‘  As  I  have  previously  pointed  out,  Hayes  is  the  only 
important  part  of  your  District  without  a  system  of 
sewerage.  Your  Council  has  now  commenced  the 
sewerage  of  this  part  of  your  District,  so  that  in  the  near 
future  all  the  more  thickly  inhabited  parts  of  the  District 
will  be  well  sewered.” 

Slaughter-houses. 

The  returns  supplied  by  Medical  Officers  of  Health  refer 
to  a  total  of  207  premises,  and  these  appear  to  be  inspected 
quarterly  or  every  six  months.  Contraventions  of  the 
by-laws,  28  in  number,  are  reported  from  9  districts. 


Cowsheds,  Dairies,  and  Milkshops. 

The  number  of  cowsheds  in  each  district  is  given  in  all  cases 
but  6.  In  one  other  district  they  are  included  together  with' 
dairies  and  milkshops  in  one  total.  Excluding  these  the  total 
number  returned  is  240  premises.  In  the  greater  number 
of  districts  inspections  are  apparently  made  either  quarterly 
or  twice  a  year,  but  in  5  districts  inspections  once  a 
month  or  thereabouts  appear  to  be  made.  From  10  districts 
the  fact  is  reported  that  37  contraventions  of  the  regulations 
were  noted  during  these  inspections.  The  total  number  of 
dairies  and  milkshops  reported  is  926.  The  frequency  of 
inspection  varies. 

From  the  last  annual  report  for  the  County,  and  from  the 
particulars  given  in  the  district  reports  for  1903,  it  appears 
that  regulations  under  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops 
Order  have  been  adopted  in  17  of  the  33  districts  in  the 
County. 


Cowsheds ,  Dairies  and  Milksliops. 
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It  is  no  doubt  probable  that  the  sanitary  authorities  of 
most  if  not  all  the  remaining-  districts  have  availed  them¬ 
selves  of  the  power  to  make  and  adopt  regulations 
under  the  powers  which  are  conferred  by  the  Dairies, 
Cowsheds  and  Milksliops  Orders  of  1885,  1886  and  1899, 
but  it  is  not  possible  to  make  a  definite  statement 
one  way  or  the  other  upon  the  information  contained 
in  the  reports. 

The  Order  of  1899  has  the  effect  of  including  such 
disease  of  the  udder  of  a  cow  as  shall  be  certified  by  a 
veterinary  surgeon  to  be  tubercular  amongst  the  diseases 
to  which  the  previous  Orders  referred,  and  the  Local 
Government  Board,  in  the  circular  letter  which  was 
forwarded  to  local  authorities  together  with  a  copy  of  the 
Order  and  of  model  regulations,  stated  that  it  would  be 
competent  for  a  Di strict  Council  to  expend  money  in 
employing  or  appointing  a  veterinary  surgeon  for  the 
purpose  of  the  Order.  Information  is  lacking  as  to  the 
extent  to  which  such  veterinary  examination  has  been  made 
use  of  in  the  County,  except  as  regards  one  district 
(Uxbridge  Rural).  In  the  case  of  this  district  a  veterinary 
surgeon  was  employed  to  report  on  cows  and  cowsheds 
previous  to  the  issue  of  the  Order  of  1899. 


The  following  references  in  the  annual  reports  on  the 
subject  of  cowsheds  and  dairies  may  be  quoted: — 

Edmonton. — ■“  Continual  attention  and  much  persuasion  are 
required  to  convince  some  of  the  cowkeepers  of  the 
necessity  of  well  grooming  and  keeping  the  cows  [uite 
clean,  especially  the  teats  and  udders.” 
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Finchley. — “  All  the  dairies,  cowsheds,  nd  milkshops 
were  inspected  periodically  during-  the  year,  and  were, 
generally  speaking,  kept  in  accordance  with  the  require¬ 
ments  of  the  regulations.”  In  two  instances  new  cowsheds 
were  erected  as  the  result  of  requirements  for  improvement. 


Harrow . — “The  condition  of  these  places  remains  much 
the  same  as  when  I  reported  last  year.  Some  have 
reached  a  high  standard  of  sanitation,  but  others  lag  far 
behind.  Stricter  personal  cleanliness  of  the  employees 
and  more  frequent  and  thorough  grooming  of  the  cattle 
and  cleansing  of  the  cowsheds  is  imperative.”  ....  “A 
large  amount  of  the  milk  supply  for  the  town  conies  from 
outside.  At  various  times  I  have  taken  the  opportunity  of 
visiting  some  of  the  places  whence  it  comes,  and  the  filth 
in  which  the  cattle  are  kept,  combined  with  the  disregard 
of  the  commonest  sanitary  precautions,  constitute  a  grave 
danger  to  the  public  health.” 


Heston  and  Isleworth. — “  The  whole  question  of  the  milk 
supply  to  any  locality  is  of  supreme  importance  to  the 
health  of  the  inhabitants,  and  the  regulations  for  ensuring 
the  good  health  of  the  cows,  the  cleanliness  of  the  premises 
where  they  are  kept,  and  the  maintenance  of  all  vessels 
and  apparatus  used  in  a  proper  condition  cannot  be  too 
strict.  Unfortunately,  however,  it  is  one  thing  to  make 
regulations,  and  another  to  get  them  carried  out,  and  till 
the  cow-keepers  themselves  realise  their  responsibility  in 
the  matter,  I  am  afraid  it  will  be  impossible  to  report  that 
the  conditions  under  which  the  milk  trade  is  carried  on  in 
this  district  are  really  safe  and  satisfactory.” 


Cowsheds ,  Dairies  and  Milhshops. 


“  Considering'  the  fact  that  cows  kept  in  one  district  may 
be,  and  frequently  are,  supplying-  milk  to  residents  in 
another,  it  would  be  of  great  advantage  if  all  the  separate 
districts  in  the  County  adopted  not  only  uniform  regulations 
but  also  the  same  working  rules  as  to  what  should 
constitute  infringements  of  them,” 

Kingsbury. — “  All  the  cowsheds  and  dairies  have  been 
visited.  I  feel  that  far  too  little  importance  is  taken1  of 
the  proper  cleanliness  of  the  sheds,  yards  and  cows  them¬ 
selves.  The  dairy  farmer  appears  to  think  the  cows  thrive 
in  filth.  In  one  or  two  of  the  farms  I  visited  the  state  of 
the  yards,  etc.,  was  deplorable,  I  quite  grant  that  the 
year  has  been  a  phenomenal  one  as  regards  the  wet,  and 
there  has  been  considerable  difficulty  in  getting  the  manure 
on  the  land ;  but  it  ought  not  to  be  impossible  to  keep  the 
yards  in  a  cleauer  condition.  If  you  want  pure  milk,  cows 
must  be  kept  in  absolutely  healthy  surroundings.”  1

Southall-Norwood. — “  In  no  instance  can  it  be  said  that 
the  regulations  of  the  Order  are  observed  in  their  entirety. 
More  especially  is  there  a  breach  of  Paragraph ;  o 
Section  17  of  the  Regulations.  .  .  .  Under  the  Order  in 
force  in  your  district  you  have  power  to  appoint  a  veter¬ 
inary  inspector  for  the  inspection  of  cows,  with  a  view  to 
detecting  illness  in  cattle,  ....  and  I  cannot  but  think 
that  expenditure  in  this  direction  would  be  money  well  laid 

out.”  .  ■ 1

Teddington . — “In  my  last  report  I  drew  attention  in  the 

case  of  one  dairyman  to  the  unsatisfactory  and  unsuitable 
condition  of  his  premises.  Representations  were  made  to 
the  owner  to  provide  more  sanitary  and  modern  accommo¬ 
dation.  The  cowsheds  have  since  been  rebuilt.”

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Tottenham. — “  I  endeavour  to  get  the  air-space  per  cow 
approximated  as  nearly  as  possible  to  the  800  cubic  feet 
suggested  in  the  model  regulations.” 

“  .  .  With  reference  to  the  animals  I  direct  particular 

attention  to  the  necessity  for  keeping-  their  tails,  udders, 
thighs,  and  flanks  free  from  excreta.” 


Uxbridge  {Urban). — The  inspection  of  cows  and  cowsheds 
is  carried  out  by  a  veterinary  inspector,  and  in  his  report, 
which  is  attached  to  the  annual  report,  it  is  stated  “  it  is 
satisfactory  to  report  that  the  health  of  the  cows  has  been 
very  good,  and  1  have  not  met  with  any  instance  in  which 
any  evidence  has  been  noted  of  tuberculosis,  either 
generalised  or  of  the  mammary  gland.” 


Willesden. — Quite  60  per  cent,  of  the  milkshops  in  the 
district  are  ordinary  shops,  with  no  special  accommodation 
either  for  the  cleansing  of  utensils  or  the  storage  of  milk. 
.  .  .  .  The  bye-laws  made  by  the  old  Local  Board  under  the 
Order  are  largely  obsolete,  and  it  is  necessary  that  new 
bye-laws  should  be  made  in  order  that  this  important 
trade  should  be  regulated  in  accordance  with  elementary 
principles  of  sanitation.” 

Wembley. — Your  sanitary  officers  are  concerned  about 
the  increase  of  the  number  of  small  vendors  who  import 
their  milk  from  4  goodness  knows  where  *  and  store  it  in 
most  unsuitable  places.  Recently  I  have  found  churns 
with  milk  ready  for  distribution  in  back  gardens  which 
were  in  by  no  means  a  good  sanitary  condition.” 
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South  Minims. — “I  would  call  the  attention  of  the 
Authority  to  the  new  model  regulations  .  .  .  and  would 
recommend  their  adoption  ...  I  would  also  call  their 
attention  to  the  Order  of  1899  and  would  recommend  that 
the  inspector  be  empowered  to  call  in  a  veterinary  surgeon 
when  necessar}^.” 


Offensive  Trades. 

The  number  of  this  class  of  premises  is  apparently  small, 
only  4  being  reported. 


Unsound  Food. 

It  is  reported  from  several  districts  that  inspection  of 
articles  of  food  was  regularly  made  and  the  seizure  of 
more  than  250  parcels  ol  unsound  food  and  the  carcase  of 
one  tubercular  cow  are  reported  to  have  been  made 
during  the  year. 


House  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal. 

For  the  most  part  the  collection  of  house  refuse  is 
effected  once  a  week,  in  a  few  districts  once  a  fortnight. 
The  methods  of  disposal  adopted  are  incompletely  dealt 
with,  and  it  is  not  possible  to  make  any  satisfactory  state¬ 
ment.  Apparently  house  refuse  is  mostly  taken  to  shoots 
or  barged  away.  One  district  has  a  destructor,  and  in 
another  a  destructor  was  being  erected.  Complaints  as  to 
the  regularity  and  method  of  collection  it  is  stated  are 
diminishing.  The  total  number  reported  to  have  been 
received  is  1,332.  Movable  receptacles  were  substituted 
for  fixed  ash-bins  in  455  instances.

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The  more  important  references  to  this  subject  are  the 
following' : — 


Acton. — “  It  is  just  ten  years  since  I  first  drew  attention 
to  the  need  of  a  Refuse  Destructor,  and  I  must  respectfully 
beg  that  the  Council  will  lose  no  further  time  in  having 
one  erected.” 

Friern  Barnet. — This  is  undertaken  by  the  Council 
through  the  Surveyor’s  department;  the  collections  being 
regularly  carried  out  by  means  of  covered  improved  dust 
carts.” 


Hampton  Wick, — ■“  The  weekly  collection  of  dust  has 
given  great  satisfaction.  A  covered  dust  cart,  which  is 
wanted  in  hot,  windy,  or  rainy  weather,  has  not  yet  been 
procured.” 


Harrow. — “  A  weekly  collection  of  dust  and  house  refuse 
has  been  carried  out  during  the  year,  and  in  so  satisfactory 
a  manner  that  only  four  complaints  have  been  made.  .  . 
The  beneficial  effect  on  the  public  health  of  an  efficient 
system  of  frequent  dust  collection  can  hardly  be  over¬ 
estimated.” 


Ilendon  (Urban).— u  The  dust  is  still  taken  to  the  Outfall 
Works,  where  it  is  used  for  the  making  of  roads  as 
previously,  and  some  is  burnt.  This  huge  collection  of 
refuse  has  a  great  attraction  for  flies  in  hot  weather, 
and  causes  great  inconvenience  to  the  hospital  which  is 
close  by.” 


Factory  and  Workshop  Act ,  1901. 
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Southall- Norwood. —  “  A  great  improvement  is  apparent 
in  the  specially  constructed  dust  carts  now  in  use  by  the 
Council”  .  .  .  “the  work  is  carried  out  by  contract” 
and  “  the  contractor  is  bound  to  find  his  own  shoot,  and 
this  with  a  rapidly  growing'  district  becomes  more  difficult 
every  day,  the  consequence  being  that  the  refuse  finds  its 
way  into  the  disused  sand  or  gravel  pits  frequently 
situated  at  or  near  the  rear  of  houses  in  course  of 
erection.”  .  .  .  “  Under  these  conditions  a  refuse  destructor 
should  be  erected,  so  as  to  dispose  of  the  material  collected 
in  the  most  sanitary  manner.” 

Tottenham. — A  refuse  destructor  is  on  the  point  of 
completion. 


Willesdea. — “The  difficulties  experienced  in  disposing  of 
the  refuse  become  more  acute  every  year,  and  a  destructor 
is  becoming  an  increasingly  pressing'  sanitary  need  of  the 
district.” 


Factory  and  Workshop  Act,  1901. 

A  new  Factory  and  Workshop  Act  amending  and 
consolidating  previous  Acts  came  into  force  at  the  com¬ 
mencement  of  1902,  and  placed  upon  district  authorities  a 
number  of  additional  duties.  A  new  provision  was  to  the 
effect  that  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  shall  yearly 
report  especially  on  the  administration  of  the  Act  in 
workshops  and  workplaces  in  his  district,  and  forward  a 
copy  of  his  report  to  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Home 
Department. 
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In  the  memorandum  issued  by  the  Local  Government 
Board  Id  October,  1902,  as  to  annual  reports  of  Medical 
Officers  of  Health,  attention  is  directed  to  the  require¬ 
ments  of,  and  the  duties  of  District  Councils  under  this 
Act,  and  the  following-  remarks  as  to  the  reports  of 
Medical  Officers  of  Health  may  be  quoted  : 

“.In  respect  of  these  duties  the  chief  points  to  be 
reported  on  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  may  be  thus 
classified  : — 

“(1)  Sanitary  condition  of  workshops  and  workplaces, 
including — 

“  (a)  Cleanliness ; 

“  (b)  Air  space ; 

“  (c)  Ventilat  ion  ; 

“  ( d )  Drainage  of  floors  on  which  wet  processes 
are  carried  on  ; 

“  (e)  Provision  of  suitable  and  sufficient  sanitary 
conveniences. 

“  (2)  Special  sanitary  regulations  for  bakehouses. 

u  (3)  Home  work.  Under  this  heading  comes  the 
prevention  of  home  work  being  carried  on  in 
dwellings  which  are  injurious  or  dangerous  to  the 
health  of  the  workers  through  overcrowding, 
want  of  ventilation,  or  other  sanitary  defect,  or 
in  dwellings  in  which  dangerous  infectious  disease 
exists. 
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“  (4)  The  keeping  of  the  list  of  outworkers  in  certain 
branches  of  industry  which  are  to  be  furnished  by 
employers,  and  the  transmission  of  the  name  and 
place  of  employment  of  any  such  outworker  who 
does  not  reside  in  the  district  to  the  Council  of 
the  district  in  which  he  works. 

“  (5)  The  keeping  of  a  register  of  workshops.” 

In  the  tables  attached  to  the  reports  the  number  of 
workshops  and  workplaces  on  the  register  in  each  district 
is  given  in  nearly  all  instances.  In  the  case  of  one  district 
it  is  stated  that  the  list  is  not  yet  complete.  The  total 
number  returned  as  being  under  inspection  is  2,892. 
There  is  evidence  that  the  duties  under  the  Factory  and 
Workshop  Act  are  being  energetically  carried  out,  and 
194  contraventions  of  the  Act  were  dealt  with.

The  number  of  laundries  is  not  included  in  the  above 
total,  of  these  there  were  724. 

As  regards  underground  bakehouses,  the  action  taken 
may  be  summarised  as  follows:  — 

92  underground  bakehouses  were  found  to  exist,  of 
which  it  is  stated — 

59  were  satisfactory  or  were  granted  certificates  after 
alterations. 

7  were  closed  or  are  no  longer  used  as  bakehouses. 

21  were  under  consideration,  or  having  alterations 
effected,  and 


5,  no  statement. 
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Mortuary  Ac commod ation. 

In  the  case  of  two  districts  attention  is  called  to  the 
need  of  mortuary  accommodation.  In  one  of  these,  namely, 
Uxbridge  (Urban),  the  matter  has  been  referred  to  in  the 
annual  reports  for  a  number  of  years  past,  and  on  reference 
to  the  report  for  the  County  for  the  year  1897  it  appears 
that  the  District  Council  had  decided  that  it  was  advisable 
to  provide  a  mortuary,  but  no  steps  apparently  were  taken 
to  carry  this  decision  into  execution. 

The  references  by  the  Medical  Officers,  of  Health  are 
as  follows  u — . 

Uxbridge  (Urban). — “I  feel  it  my  duty  to  again  draw 
your  attention  to  the  need  there  is  for  a  Public  Mortuary.”

Staines  (Rural). — u  Although  the  Infectious  Diseases 
Prevention  Act  is  in  force  some  of  the  most  important 
villages  are  still  without  proper  mortuary  accommodation, 
which  to  a  certain  extent  prevents  the  proper  carrying  out 
of  the  Act.” 
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V -LEGISLATION,  NEW  STATUTORY  RULES  AND 
ORDERS,  ADOPTIVE  ACTS,  etc. 

The  only  Acts  of  Parliament  passed  during-  the  Session 
of  1903,  to  which  reference  need  be  made  in  this  report  as 
having-  relation  to  the  public  health  are  two  in  number, 
namely :  — 

The  Housing  of  tiie  Working  Classes  Act. 

The  Employment  of  Children  Act. 

The  Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  Act,  1903, was  passed 
on  August  14,  and  affects  and  materially  alters  previous 
Housing  Acts.  The  more  important  alterations  are  as 
follows  : — 

Section  1. — The  repayment  of  future  loans  may  be 
spread  over  a  period  of  80  years  instead  of  60 
years,  and  borrowing  for  this  purpose  shall  not  be 
reckoned  as  debt  for  the  purposes  of  the  limita¬ 
tion  on  borrowing  under  the  Public  Health  Act. 

Section  3  amends  and  codifies  the  re-housing  obliga¬ 
tions  now  generally  imposed  on  railway  companies 
and  others  taking  land  under  statutory  power 
either  compulsorily  or  by  agreement.  The 
requirements  imposed  are  set  out  in  detail  in  the 
Schedule  to  the  Act. 

Section  4  supplements  the  powers  under  Section  10 
of  the  Housing  Act  of  1890.  Under  the  Act  of 
1903  the  confirming'  authority  is  given  power  if 
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satisfied  that  a  scheme  ought  to  he  made,  to  make 
an  order  on  the  local  authority,  to  whom  the 
official  representation  as  to  the  need  of  an 
improvement  scheme  has  been  made,  requiring 
them  to  make  a  scheme  and  carry  it  into 
execution. 

Section  5  removes  the  limitation  that  schemes  should 
be  published  in  September,  October,  or  November, 
and  allows  them  to  be  published  at  any  time. 

Section  7  enables  a  local  authority  to  include  in  a 
Part  ii.  scheme  neighbouring  lands  although  not 
insanitary. 

Section  8  amends  and  simplifies  the  procedure  under 
Section  32  of  the  principal  Act,  as  regards  closing 
orders  for  houses  not  reasonably  capable  of  being- 
made  fit  for  human  habitation,  or  in  such  a  state 
as  to  be  unfit  for  human  habitation.  It  is  now 
no  longer  necessary  to  serve  a  notice  in  the  first 
instance  to  abate  the  nuisance. 

Section  9  makes  amendments  as  regards  demolition 
orders. 

Section  10  simplifies  the  method  of  obtaining  posses¬ 
sion  of  a  house  for  which  a  closing  order  has  been 
made. 

Section  1 1  gives  power  to  provide  shops,  recreation 
grounds,  or  other  buildings  or  land  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  dwelling  accommodation  provided  by  a 
local  authority. 


Legislation ,  <jr. — Employment  of  Children i.  91 

The  Employment  of  Children  Act  came  into  force  on 
January  1st,  1904.  The  authorities  for  its  administration 
are  : — 

The  Corporation  of  the  City  of  London. 

The  Town  Councils  of  Boroughs  of  over  10,000  persons. 
The  District  Councils  of  Urban  Districts,  and 
elsewhere,  of  20,000  persons. 

The  County  Councils. 

The  chief  provisions  of  the  Act  are  as  follows  ~ 

The  authorities  may  make  by-laws  for  the  folio  wing- 
purposes  : — 

Section  1 ,  sub-section  (1).  Prescribing  for  all 
children  and  with  respect  to  all  or  any 
specified  occupations. 

(a)  The  age  below  which  employment  is 
illegal. 

{b)  The  hours  between  which  employment  is 
illegal. 

(c)  The  number  of  daily  and  weekly  hours 
beyond  which  employment  is  illegal. 

Section  1,  sub-section  (2),  Prohibiting  absolutely 
or  permitting,  subject  to  conditions,  the 
employment  of  children  in  any  specified 
occupation. 

Section  2.  With  respect  to  street  trading  by 
persons  under  the  age  of  16  years. 

(a)  Prohibiting  street  trading  except  subject 
to  conditions  specified  in  by-laws  or 
subject  to  holding  a  licence. 
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( b )  Regulating  the  granting,  suspension,  and 

revoking  of  licences. 

(c)  Determining  the  days  and  hours  during 

which  and  the  places  at  which  street 
trading  may  be  carried  on. 

(d)  Requiring  street  traders  to  wear  badges. 

(e)  Regulating  generally  the  conduct  of 

street  traders. 

Section  b.  Varying  the  hours  during  which 
employment  is  prohibited  by  this  section. 

In  addition  the  Act  contains  the  following  provisions, 
namely : — 

A  child  shall  not  be  employed  between  9  p.m.  and 
6  a.m. 

A  child  under  11  shall  not  be  employed  in  street 
trading. 

No  child  who  is  employed  for  half-time  under  the 
Factory  and  Workshop  Act,  1901,  shall  be  em¬ 
ployed  in  any  other  occupation. 

A  child  shall  not  lift,  carry,  or  move  anything  so  heavy 
as  to  cause  injury  to  such  child. 

A  child  shall  not  be  employed  in  any  occupation  likely 
to  be  injurious  to  life,  limb,  health  or  education. 

The  expression  child  ”  means  a  person  under  the  age  of 
14  years. 
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The  expression  ‘‘street  trading”  includes  the  hawking-  of 
newspapers,  matches,  flowers,  and  other  articles,  playing, 
singing,  or  performing  for  profit,  shoeblacking,  and  any 
other  like  occupation  carried  on  in  streets  or  public  places. 

Midwives  Act,  1902. 

The  Midwives  Act  came  into  force  on  April  1st,  190o, 
and  has  for  its  object  the  regulation  of  the  training  and 
certification  of,  and  the  supervision  of  midwives. 

For  the  first  named  object  the  Act  made  it  the  duty  of 
the  Lord  President  of  the  Council  to  secure  the  formation 
of  a  Central  Mid  wives  Board.  The  chief  duties  of  this 
Board  are  to  regulate  the  issue  of  certificates,  the  course  of 
training',  admission  to  the  roll  of  women  already  in  practice, 
the  suspension  from  practice  of  midwives,  and  to  decide 
on  the  particulars  to  be  given  in  certain  notices.  This  body 
having  been  duly  constituted  and  appointed,  it  shortly 
issued  the  rules  which  the  Act  required  should  be  made. 

For  the  second  object,  namely,  the  supervision  of  mid¬ 
wives,  every  Council  of  a  County  or  County  Borough  was 
made  the  Local  Supervising  Authority  over  midwives,  but 
power  wTas  given  by  which  County  Councils  could  if  they 
so  desired  delegate  their  powers  or  duties  either  to  a 
Committee  or  to  the  District  Councils  within  their  area. 

The  Middlesex  County  Council  having  decided  to  retain 
their  powers,  it  became  their  first  duty  to  give  due  notice 
of  the  effect  of  the  Act  so  far  as  practicable  to  persons  at 
the  time  using  the  tide  of  midwife.  Accordingly  inquiry 
was  made  with  a  view  to  ascertaining  the  names  and 
addresses  of  such  women,  and  when  these  were  obtained 
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a  circular  letter  was  forwarded  to  each  in  December,  1903, 
setting’  out  the  chief  provisions  of  the  Act  as  it  a  fleeted 
mid  wives.  At  a  later  date  advertisements  to  the  same 
effect  were  inserted  in  the  chief  newspapers  circulating  in 
the  County. 

The  duties  of  the  Middlesex  County  Council  as  Local 
Supervising  Authority  are  as  follows  : — 

(1)  To  exercise  general  supervision  over  all  mid  wives 
practising  within  their  area  in  accordance  with 
the  rules  to  be  laid  down  under  this  Act. 

(2)  To  investigate  charges  of  malpractice,  negligence, 
or  misconduct  on  the  part  of  any  midwife  prac¬ 
tising  within  their  area,  and  should  a  primd  facie 
case  be  established,  to  report  the  same  to  the 
Central  Midwives  Board. 

(3)  To  suspend  any  midwife  from  practice,  in  accord¬ 

ance  with  the  rules  under  this  Act,  if  such 
suspension  appears  necessary  in  order  to  prevent 
the  spread  of  infection. 

(4)  To  report  at  once  to  the  said  Board  the  name  of 

any  midwife  practising  in  their  area  convicted  of 
an  offence. 

(5)  During  the  month  of  January  of  each  year  to  supply 

the  Secretary  of  the  Central  Mid  wives  Board  with 
the  names  and  addresses  of  all  midwives  who, 
during  the  preceding  year,  have  notified  their 
intention  to  practise  within  their  area,  and  to  keep 
a  current  copy  of  the  roll  of  midwives,  accessible 
at  all  reasonable  times  for  public  inspection. 
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(6)  To  report  at  once  to  the  Central  Midwives  Board 
the  deatli  of  any  midwife  or  any  change  in  the 
name  or  address  of  any  midwife  in  their  area,  so 
that  the  necessary  alteration  may  be  made  in  the 
roll. 

The  provisions  of  the  Act  in  relation  to  women  practising 
midwifery  come  into  force  gradually  in  the  following 
manner :  — 

(1)  Up  to  and  including  March  81st,  1905,  the  Central 
Midwives  Board  can  receive  and  has  power  to 
grant  to  existing  midwives  a  certificate  to  practise, 
if  satisfied — 

(ct)  That  the  applicant  holds  the  certificate  of 
certain  institutions. 

( b )  That  the  applicant  has  been  in  bond  fide  practice 
for  one  year  previous  to  the  passing  of  the 
Act  and  is  of  satisfactory  character. 

(2)  On  and  after  April  1st,  1905,  no  woman  will  be 
allowed  to  take  or  use  the  title  of  midwife,  or  anv 
title  implying  she  is  certified  or  qualified  to 
practise  midwifery  unless  she  is  certified  under 
the  Act. 

(8)  From  and  after  April  1st,  1910,  no  woman  shall 
habitually  and  for  gain  attend  women  in  child¬ 
birth.  except  under  a  medical  practitioner,  unless 
she  is  certified  under  the  Act. 
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Statutory  Rules  and  Orders. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Factory  and  Workshop  Act 
1901,  two  Orders  relating  to  the  sanitary  condition  of 
factories  and  workshops  were  issued  in  1903  by  the  Home 
Secretary,  namely 

(1)  The  Sanitary  Accommodation  Order  of  4 th 
February ,  1903. 

(2)  Order  of  the  Secretary  of  State ,  dated  December 
30,  1903,  modifying  the  proportion  of  cubic  feet 
of  space  to  be  provided  in  certain  Bakehouses. 

(1.)  The  Sanitary  Accommodation  Order  is  as  follows: — 

“  In  pursuance  of  Section  9  of  the  Factory  and  Workshop 
Act,  1901,  I  hereby  determine  that  the  accommodation  in 
the  way  of  sanitary  conveniences  provided  in  a  factory  or 
workshop  shall  be  deemed  to  be  sufficient  and  suitable 
within  the  meaning  of  the  said  section  if  the  following 

C-'  o 

conditions  are  complied  with  and  not  otherwise  : — 

“1.  In  factories  or  workshops  where  females  are  employed 
or  in  attendance  there  shall  be  one  sanitary  convenience  for 
every  25  females. 

“  In  factories  or  workshops  where  males  are  employed  or 
in  attendance  there  shall  be  one  sanitary  convenience  for 
every  25  males  :  provided  that — 

“(a)  in  factories  or  workshops  where  the  number  of 
males  employed  or  in  attendance  exceeds  100,  and 
sufficient  urinal  accommodation  is  also  provided, 
it  shall  be  sufficient  if  there  is  one  sanitary  con¬ 
venience  for  every  25  males  up  to  the  first  100, 
and  one  for  every  40  after ; 
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u{b)  in  factories  or  workshops  where  the  number  of 
males  employed  or  in  attendance  exceeds  500, 
and  the  District  Inspector  of  Factories  certifies 
in  writing'  that  by  means  of  a  check  system,  or 
otherwise,  proper  supervision  and  control  in  re¬ 
gard  to  the  use  of  the  conveniences  are  exercised 
by  officers  specially  appointed  for  that  purpose, 
it  shall  be  sufficient  if  one  sanitary  convenience 
is  provided  for  every  60  males,  in  addition  to 
sufficient  urinal  accommodation.  Any  certificate 
given  by  an  Inspector  shall  be  kept  attached  to 
the  general  register,  and  shall  be  liable  at  any 
time  to  be  revoked  by  notice  in  writing  from  the 
Inspector. , 

“  In  calculating  the  number  of  conveniences  required  by 
this  order,  any  odd  number  of  persons  less  than  25,  40,  or 
60,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  be  reckoned  as  25,  40,  or  60. 

“  2.  Every  sanitary  convenience  shall  be  kept  in  a  cleanly 
state,  shall  be  sufficiently  ventilated  and  lighted,  and  shall 
not  communicate  with  any  work-room  except  through  the 
open  air  or  through  an  intervening  ventilated  space : 
provided  that  in  work-rooms  in  use  prior  to  1st  January 
1903,  and  mechanically  ventilated  in  such  manner  that  air 
cannot  be  drawn  into  the  work-room  through  the  sanitary 
convenience,  an  intervening-  ventilated  space  shall  not  be 
required. 

“  3.  Every  sanitary  convenience  shall  be  under  cover  and 
so  partitioned  off  as  to  secure  privacy,  and  if  for  the  use  of 
females  shall  have  a  proper  door  and  fastenings. 
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“  4.  The  sanitary  conveniences  in  a  factory  or  workshop 
shall  be  so  arranged  and  maintained  as  to  be  conveniently 
accessible  to  all  persons  employed  therein  at  all  times 
during  their  employment. 

5.  Where  persons  of  both  sexes  are  employed,  the  con¬ 
veniences  for  each  sex  shall  be  so  placed  or  so  screened 
that  the  interior  shall  not  be  visible,  even  when  the  door 
of  any  convenience  is  open,  from  any  place  where 
persons  of  the  other  sex  have  to  work  or  pass  ;  and,  if  the 
conveniences  for  one  sex  adjoin  those  for  the  other  sex, 
the  approaches  shall  be  separate. 

“  6.  This  order  shall  come  into  force  on  the  first  day  of 
July,  1903. 

“  7.  This  order  may  be  referred  to  as  the  Sanitary  Accom¬ 
modation  Order  of  4th  February,  1903.

“  (2.)  The  order  modifying  the  proportion  of  cubic  space 
to  be  required  in  certain  bakehouses,  is  the  following  : — 

In  pursuance  of  the  power  conferred  on  me  by  sub¬ 
section  (2)  of  section  3  of  the  Factory  and  Workshop 
Act,  1901,  I  hereby  direct  that  the  proportion  of  cubic 
feet  of  space  to  each  person  employed  prescribed  in  sub¬ 
section  (1)  of  the  said  section  shall  be  modified 
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“(1.)  as  regards  underground  bakehouses  by  sub¬ 
stituting  ‘  five  hundred  cubic  feet  of  space  to 
every  person’  for  ‘two  hundred  and  fifty  cubic 
feet  of  space  to  every  person and 

u(2)  as  regards  bakehouses  (other  than  such  as  are 
underground)  where  work  is  carried  on  at  night 
by  artificial  light  other  than  electric  light  by 
substituting  in  respect  of  the  period  between  9  in 
the  evening  and  6  in  the  succeeding  morning 
‘  four  hundred  cubic  feet  of  space  to  every 
person’  for  ‘two  hundred  and  fifty  cubic  feet  of 
space  to  every  person.’ 

“  This  Order  shall  come  into  force  on  the  1st  day  of 
January,  1904.

Infectious  Disease. 


The  total  notifications  received  during  the  year  were  312, 
which  included  smallpox  1,  diphtheria  and  membranous  croup) 
24,  erysipelas  27,  scarlet  fever  76,  enteric  fever  40,  and 
chicken-pox  144.  The  case  of  smallpox  was  removed  to 
South  Minims  Hospital,  and  the  “  contacts”  were  kept  under 
observation.  No  extension  occurred.  Eleven  of  the  cases 
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of  enteric  fever  were  notified  within  two  days,  and 
suspicion  attached  to  a  certain  milk  supply,  which  was 
accordingly  stopped.  One  case  was  probably  caused  by 
sewage-contaminated  shell-fish.  In  connection  with  the 
occurrence  of  cases  of  diphtheria  a  supply  of  Antitoxin  is 
provided  by  the  Council  which  is  to  be  obtained  from  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  free  of  charge  for  use  in 
necessitous  cases. 

Isolation  Hospital. 

An  isolation  hospital  is  being  built. 

Disinfection. 

The  disinfection  of  rooms  is  effected  by  fumigation. 
Articles  of  clothing,  &c.,  undergo  disinfection  by  steam. 
Instructions  for  the  guidance  of  the  men  engaged  in  this 
work  have  been  drawn  up,  and  are  set  out  in  the  report. 

General  Sanitary  Circumstances. 

During  the  year  representations  were  made  by  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  under  the  Housing  of  the 
Working  Classes  Act  as  to  premises  unfit  for  human 
habitation  in  two  parts  of  the  district,  viz.,  27  houses  in 
The  Steyne  and  adjoining  roads,  and  8  houses  in  Cock 
and  Crown  Yard.  As  regards  the  first  of  these,  2  of 
the  houses  are  to  be  demolished  by  the  owners,  15  are 
being  repaired,  whilst  as  to  the  remaining  10,  it  is  hoped 
that  closing  orders  may  be  obtained.  The  houses  in  Cock 
and  Crown  YTard,  it  is  said,  are  not  reasonably  capable  of 
being  made  fit  for  human  habitation.  Dust  Collection. — 
This  is  carried  out  promptly,  and  complaints  are  fewer. 
Sewerage  and  Drainage. — The  sewage  is  dealt  with  by  means 
of  bacterial  filters  at  the  Sewage  Works  in  Warple  Way, 
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and  but  little  nuisance  is  caused.  Dairies ,  Cowsheds ,  and 
MilJcshops. — There  are  66  dairies  and  milkshops  and  5 
cowsheds  on  the  register.  Visited  quarterly.  One  cow¬ 
shed  is  getting  into  bad  repair,  and  will  be  pulled  down. 
Bakehouses  25,  of  which  8  are  underground.  The 
latter  have  undergone  alteration  in  order  to  comply  with 
the  requirements  of  Section  101  of  the  Factory  and  Work¬ 
shop  Act.  Slaughter-houses — 2  licensed,  2  registered.  They 
are  kept  in  compliance  with  the  by-laws.  Common 
Lodging-houses. — There  are  2,  both  satisfactorily  kept. 
Piggeries. — The  number  of  these  in  Old  Oak  Lane  has  been 
reduced  to  3.  Factory  and  Workshop  Act. — There  are 
338  workshops  and  workplaces  on  the  register,  but  this 
does  not  comprise  all  in  the  district.  The  greater  number 
are  laundries.  The  sanitary  condition  is  good.  Lists  com¬ 
prising  131  outworkers  were  received  during  the  year.

Statistical  Notes. 

The  birth-rate  is  about  the  same  as  the  average  of  the 
previous  ten  years.  The  general  death-rate  is  lower  than 
the  average  of  the  last  ten  years,  and  the  infantile 
mortality  shows  a  satisfactory  decrease,  as  also  the  zymotic 
death-rate. 

Infectious  Disease. 

163  cases  were  notified.  These  included  smallpox  2, 
diphtheria  and  membranous  croup  21,  erysipelas  28,  scarlet 
fever  55,  enteric  fever  9,  puerperal  fever  2,  and  chicken- 
pox  46.  As  regards  smallpox,  one  case  occurred  in  July, 
the  other  in  December,  and  both  were  sent  to  South  Minims 
Smallpox  Hospital.  The  inmates  of  each  house  were  kept 
indoors  for  periods  of  two  weeks  and  provided  with  food 
at  the  expense  of  the  District  Council.  In  connection  with 
diphtheria,  attention  is  drawn  to  the  advisability  of  early 
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resort  to  the  use  of  Antitoxin,  a  stock  of  which  is  kept  for 
the  use  of  practitioners  on  application.  For  cases  amongst 
the  poorer  classes  it  is  supplied  free  of  charge.  Swabs  and 
sterilized  tubes  are  supplied  in  connection  with  suspected 
diphtheria,  and  bacteriological  examinations  are  made  at 
the  isolation  hospital. 

Isolation  Hospital. 

The  number  of  cases  admitted  was  61,  of  which  46  were 
scarlet  fever.  At  the  end  of  the  year  10  cases  remained 
under  treatment  in  the  hospital. 

General  Sanitary  Circumstances. 

Attention  is  drawn  to  the  difficulty  of  providing  proper 
house  accommodation  at  a  small  cost.  It  is  suggested  that 
advantage  w7ould  be  derived  if  houses-let-in-lodgings  were 
registered  and  frequently  inspected,  with  a,  view  to  the 
maintenance  of  cleanliness  by  the  occupants.  The  Common 
Lodging-houses  have  been  under  constant  supervision  and 
have  been  v7ell  kept.  Number  on  register  9.  Dairies , 
Cowsheds  and  Milk  shops. — Number  on  register  35.  One 
cowshed  was  closed,  after  a  notice  had  been  served,  to 
provide  proper  drains.  Slaughter-houses. — Kept  in  com¬ 
pliance  with  by-laws.  Bakehouses. — There  are  13  in  the 
district.  After  a  visit  by  the  Sanitary  Committee, 
certificates  of  suitability  were  gTanted  in  respect  to  3 
undergTound  bakehouses  under  Section  101  of  the  Factory 
and  Workshop  Act,  1901.  Factories ,  Workshops  and  Work¬ 
places. — These  have  been  regularly  visited  and  where 
necessary  notices  served.  Restaurant  kitchens  have  been 
included  in  the  visitations.  Canal  Boats. — There  are  296 
boats  on  the  register  and  four  applications  to  register 
were  gTanted.  Inspections  94,  contraventions  found,  11.

Statistical  Notes. 

Both  the  birth  and  general  death-rates  are  less  than  the 
average  of  the  preceding  ten  years.  The  infantile  mortality 
is  103  as  compared  with  an  average  of  144  for  the  preceding 
ten  years. 

Infectious  Disease. 

The  notifications  received  were  332,  made  up  as  follows  : 
smallpox  1,  diphtheria  28,  erysipelas  48,  scarlet  fever  40, 
enteric  fever  19,  puerperal  fever  1,  chicken-pox  187, 
phthisis  8.  It  is  to  be  noticed  that  phthisis  is  voluntarily 
notifiable.  The  case  of  smallpox  was  removed  to  South 
Minims  Hospital,  and  the  “  contacts  ”  were  re  vaccinated  and 
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kept  under  observation.  Antitoxin  is  supplied  to  practitioners 
by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  connection  with  cases 
of  diphtheria.  Measles  is  said  to  have  been  prevalent 
during  the  first  quarter  of  the  year  and  caused  two  deaths. 


Isolation  Hospital. 

A  new  hospital  has  been  erected. 

Disinfection. 

For  the  disinfection  of  rooms  fumigation  by  the  burning 
of  sulphur,  together  with  the  use  of  formaline  by  spray 
and  lamp,  are  resorted  to.  Articles  of  clothing  are  for  the 
most  part  sent  away  to  be  disinfected  by  a  contractor,  but 
a  disinfecting  apparatus  has  been  provided  by  the  District 
Council  in  connection  with  the  isolation  hospital. 

General  Sanitary  Circumstances. 

The  total  number  of  inspections  of  houses  and  premises 
during  the  year  was  6,404,  and  1,545  houses  were  visited 
in  the  course  of  house-to-house  inspection.  It  is  stated  in 
the  report  of  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  that  all  the 
houses  in  one  road  were  as  an  experiment  registered  under 
the  by-laws  as  to  houses-let-in-lodgings  a  year  ago,  and 
that  the  results  have  been  very  satisfactory.  Reference  is 
made  to  the  old  and  worn  condition  of  a  number  of  houses 
in  Essex  Place.  At  Chiswick  New  Town  houses  of  the 
same  age  and  similarly  constructed  to  those  in  Essex  Place 
exist,  but  owing  to  the  near  termination  of  the  leases  they 
will  probably  be  shortly  replaced  by  new  premises. 
Overcrowding  does  not  appear  to  have  been  met  with  to 
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any  extent.  A  block  of  artizan  dwelling’s  is  shortly  to  be 
erected  at  Strand-on-the -Green.  Dust  Collection.  —  A 
weekly  collection  is  in  force,  and  complaints  are  few. 
Sewerage  and  Drainage.  —  During  the  year  79  drains 
were  reconstructed.  The  water  test  is  applied  before 
new  drains  are  passed.  Systems  of  combined  drains 
have  given  rise  to  much  difficulty.  Water  Supply. — 
From  West  Middlesex  and  Grand  Junction  Water  Com¬ 
panies.  All  houses  are  believed  to  have  a  constant  supply, 
and  in  over  1,200  houses  water  can  be  drawn  direct  from 
the  main.  Dairies  12,  Milkshops  18,  Cowsheds  2, 
inspected  regularly  and  found  to  be  satisfactory. 
Slaughter-houses  7,  satisfactory.  Factory  and  Workshop 
Act. — There  are  150  workshops  on  the  register,  and  320 
inspections  were  made.  Ten  outworkers  were  reported  to 
the  Council  and  their  homes  inspected.  There  are  4 
underground  bakehouses,  and  alterations  were  required 
with  a  view  to  their  being  made  satisfactory  under 
Section  101  of  the  Act.  Food  Supply. — Supervision  has 
been  kept  on  this,  and  no  proceedings  have  been  necessary

Infectious  Disease. 

The  number  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  notified  was 
324,  made  up  as  follows: — scarlet  fever  188,  enteric  fever 
32,  smallpox  40,  diphtheria  39,  erysipelas  24,  and  puerperal 
fever  1.  Of  these,  192  cases  were  removed  to  hospital. 
The  cases  of  scarlet  fever  appear  to  have  been  of  a  mild 
type  and  only  one  death  occurred.  As  regards  smallpox, 
the  cases  formed  a  short  but  sharp  outburst  occurring 
between  Juty  28th  and  September  13th.  They  all

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occurred  within  a  limited  area  consisting’  of  three  streets 
ill  South  Ealing.  All  the  patients  were  removed  to 
hospital,  13  to  South  Minims,  and  27  to  the  Conjoint 
Hospital  at  Greenford.  The  occurrence  of  this  outbreak 
necessitated  keeping  under  observation  162  “contacts.” 
About  the  same  time  a  serious  outbreak  of  enteric  fever 
occurred  in  the  district.  A  case  notified  on  July  25th  was 
followed  by  13  others  before  the  end  of  the  month,  and  by 
further  cases  during  the  first  fortnight  in  August. 
Suspicion  arose  that  the  cases  might  be  due  to  a  certain 
milk  supply,  as  all  the  houses  in  which  these  cases  occurred 
were  supplied  from  the  same  dairy.  The  distribution  of 
this  milk  was  accordingly  suspended. 

Isolation  Hospital. 

This  is  situated  at  South  Ealing.  It  has  been  much 
used  and  appreciated,  but  owing  to  lack  of  accommodation 
it  has  not  been  possible  to  admit  at  all  times  cases 
demanding  admission.  Plans  for  the  extension  of  the 
hospital  have  been  prepared  and  are  awaiting  the  approval 
of  the  Local  Government  Board.  During  the  year  137 
cases,  viz.,  128  of  scarlet  fever  and  9  of  diphtheria,  were 
treated  in  the  hospital. 

General  Sanitary  Circumstances. 

A  considerable  amount  of  work  has  been  carried  out  in 
connection  with  the  general  sanitary  administration  of  the 
district.  The  total  number  of  inspections  and  reinspections 
made  during  the  year  was  4,191.  There  are  in  the 
district  37  Dailies  and  Milk  shop  5,8  Coicslteds  and  5  Slaughter¬ 
houses.  All  these  were  visited  quarterly.  Factory  and 
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Workshop  Act. — The  23  bakehouses  include  7  situated 
underground.  The  latter  were  visited  by  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  and  as  a  consequence  extensive  altera¬ 
tions  have  been  made  in  order  to  bring  them  into 
compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Factory  and 
Workshop  Act,  1901.  The  workshops  and  workplaces  are 
117  in  number,  and  they  are  visited  periodically  twice  a 
year.  Sewerage  and  Drainage. — The  growth  of  the  Borough 
has  necessitated  consideration  of  the  provision  of  means  for 
dealing  with  the  increase  of  sewage,  and  extensions  are  in 
progress  at  the  Southern  Sewage  Works.  The  abnormal 
rainfall  of  1903  gave  rise  to  exceptional  difficulties  at  the 
Northern  Sewage  Works,  owing  to  flooding' of  the  farm  and 
swamping  of  the  bacterial  filters,  by  the  overflow  of  the 
River  Brent.  It  is  stated  in  the  report  “  that  the  way  in 
which  storm  waters  are  dealt  with  in  the  upper  reaches  of 
the  Brent  and  in  connection  with  the  Welsh  Harp 
Reservoir,  is  unjustifiable,  and  demands  the  most  serious 
attention  of  the  County  authority  for  its  cessation.”  The 
carrying  off  of  storm  water  was  also  attended  with 
difficulty  in  the  southern  system  of  sewers,  and  proposals 
are  now  before  the  Local  Government  Board  for  more 
effectually  dealing  with  flood  water.  Removal  of  House 
Refuse. — More  than  7,000  calls  have  to  be  made  weekly  for 
the  collection  of  the  house  refuse.  Complaints  do  not 
average  more  than  one  a  week.

Statistical  Notes. 

The  estimated  population  does  not  include  persons  in  the 
Strand  Union  Workhouse  and  Schools,  but  includes  165 
Edmonton  residents  in  the  Edmonton  Union  Workhouse. 
In  calculating-  the  birth-rate  19  children  born  to  Edmonton 
parents  in  the  Workhouse  are  included,  whilst  as  regards 
the  death-rate  54  deaths  in  the  Workhouse  and  74 
residents  dying  outside  the  district  are  included,  and  47 
deaths  in  the  Strand  Workhouse  are  excluded. 

The  birth-rate  is  greater  and  the  general  death  less  than 
the  average  of  the  last  ten  3  ears.  If  the  deaths  of  infants 
born  prematurely  (37)  be  deducted  for  comparison  with 
previous  years,  the  infant  mortality  is  the  lowest  recorded 
for  the  last  10  }7ears. 

Infectious  Disease. 

The  total  number  of  cases  notified  was  377.  This 
includes  smallpox  1,  scarlet  fever  119,  enteric  and  continued 
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fever  31,  diphtheria  and  membranous  croup  19,  puerperal 
fever  3,  erysipelas  63,  and  chicken-pox  141.  This  shows  a 
great  decrease  on  the  year  1902  when  1,284  cases  were 
notified.  The  scarlet  fever  was  of  a  mild  type,  and  only 
2  deaths  occurred.  Of  the  cases  of  enteric  fever  15  were 
removed  to  hospital.  Antitoxin  is  kept  at  the  Town  Hall 
for  use  by  medical  men  in  cases  of  diphtheria  which  cannot 
be  removed  immediately  to  Hospital.  Chicken-pox 
remained  a  notifiable  disease  until  December  1st. 

Measles  caused  10  deaths,  and  whooping  cough  19  deaths. 
Diarrhoea  caused  52  deaths  in  children  under  one  year  of 
age,  or  20  per  cent,  of  the  total  infant  deaths.  The  greater 
number  occurred  in  August.  Attention  is  drawn  to  the 
necessity  for  preventing  the  contamination  of  milk  by  dust, 
with  a  view  to  lessening  the  number  of  deaths  from 
diarrhoea  amongst  infants. 

Isolation  Hospital. 

An  arrangement  exists  between  the  Edmonton  and  Enfield 
District  Councils  whereby  a  certain  number  of  beds  in  the 
Enfield  Isolation  Hospital  are  reserved  for  cases  from 
Edmonton.  It  is  pointed  out  that  this  is  likely  before  long 
to  prove  quite  inadequate  for  the  needs  of  the  rapidly 
increasing  population.  Eor  smallpox  a  temporary  building 
was  erected  during  the  late  epidemic.  Six  beds  are  also 
retained  by  the  Council  at  South  Minims  Smallpox 
Hospital,  and  in  addition  some  tents  are  also  available. 

Disinfection. 

Articles  of  clothing  are  disinfected  by  steam  in  a  dis¬ 
infecting  apparatus  provided  by  the  Sanitary  Authority. 
The  total  number  of  articles  and  of  rooms  disinfected 
was  3,920  and  217  respectively. 
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General  Sanitary  Circumstances, 

A  large  number  of  new  houses  was  built  and  all  were 
inspected  to  see  if  they  complied  with  the  Council’s  new 
Building  By-laws.  The  water  test  is  applied  in  all  cases 
to  the  drains  before  they  are  passed.  Reference  is  made 
to  the  need  of  a  smaller  class  of  house  than  that  erected,  or 
of  self-contained  dwellings,  to  provide  for  the  lower  wage 
earners.  The  total  number  of  inspections  of  houses  was 
3,390,  of  which  1,440  were  house-to-house  inspections. 
Slaughter-houses. — There  are  7  in  the  district,  4  of  which 
are  licensed  annually  under  the  Public  Health  Act 
Amendment  Act,  the  other  3  are  registered;  they  are  well 
kept.  Dairies ,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops. — There  are  6 
cowsheds.  These  have  been  periodically  cleansed  and 
limewhited.  Bakehouses. — There  is  only  one  under¬ 
ground  bakehouse,  and  a  certificate  of  suitability  will  be 
granted  on  the  completion  of  the  work  necessary  to  bring 
it  into  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Factory 
and  Workshop  Act,  1901.  Workshops  and  Workplaces  have 
been  regularly  inspected,  and  the  register  of  outworkers 
has  been  kept  up-to-date.  Collection  of  Refuse. — House 
refuse  is  collected  by  contractors,  and  there  have  been  few 
complaints.  It  is  deposited  on  “  shoots.”  Special  arrange¬ 
ments  have  been  made  for  the  collection  of  fish  offal  in 
properly  covered  pails  by  men  employed  by  the  Council. 
It  is  collected  three  to  four  times  weekly.  Mortuary. — A 
new  building  was  opened  in  October.  Sewerage. — A  new 
deep  sewer  and  pumping  station  were  being  constructed. 
Water  Supply. — There  are  but  few  pumps  now  in  the 
district.

Infectious  Disease. 

The  cases  notified  were  as  follows  : — scarlet  fever  204, 
diphtheria  47,  enteric  fever  22,  erysipelas  26,  puerperal 
fever  1,  smallpox  2.  The  total  number  has  been  less 
than  for  many  years,  and  there  has  been  no  general 
epidemic.  In  connection  with  suspected  cases  of 
diphtheria  examination  was  made  of  12  swabs,  in  4  of 
which  the  true  diphtheria  bacillus  was  found.  Smallpox 
caused  2  isolated  cases  ;  they  were  both  sent  to  South 
Mimms  Smallpox  Hospital. 
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Isolation  Hospital. 

The  hospital  has  accommodation  for  76  scarlet  fever, 
13  diphtheria  and  18  enteric  fever  cases,  in  addition  to 
4  beds  in  the  observation  ward.  During*  the  year,  390 
cases  were  admitted,  of  which  217  came  from  the  district. 
The  remainder  came  from  Edmonton,  Wood  Green,  Friern 
Barnet,  Cheshunt  and  Waltham  Abbey. 

The  Smallpox  Hospital  at  Crewe’s  Hill  has  not  been  used 
during  the  year. 

General  Sanitary  Circumstances. 

The  total  number  of  inspections  of  premises  was  13,539. 
House-to-house  inspections,  742.  The  Slaughter-houses, 
Cowsheds ,  Dairies  and  Milkshops ,  Bakehouses  and  Workshops 
and  Workplaces  are  visited  quarterly. 

Water  Supply. — Adits  to  the  new  well  have  been  extended. 
The  supply  has  been  generally  efficient  and  there  have 
been  but  few  complaints. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. — A  sewer  has  been  laid 
from  East  Crescent,  Hadley  Wood  to  Camlet  Way  and 
extended  to  Cockfosters.  The  sewage  farm  has  been 
extended  by  the  renting  of  57  acres.  It  is  stated  that  the 
present  arrangements  “will  probably  only  suffice  for  a 
limited  period.” 

Unsound  Food. — Regular  inspections  have  been  made 
of  food  for  sale.  The  carcase  of  a  tuberculous  cow,  and 
tins  of  salmon  were  destroyed  by  a  Magistrate’s  order.

Infectious  Disease. 

159  notifications  were  received.  These  represented 
infection  in  126  houses,  and  80  of  these  cases  were 
removed  to  hospital.  The  diseases  notified  were  diphtheria 
72,  erysipelas  lb,  scarlet  fever  67,  enteric  fever  4,  puerperal 
fever  1.  The  scarlet  fever  cases  were  mostly  of  a  mild 
character  and  the  total  is  the  lowest  number  notified  since 
1899.  Whooping-  cough  was  very  prevalent  in  North 
Finchley  and  Whetstone  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  and 
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several  schools  had  to  be  closed.  Bacteriological  examina¬ 
tion  was  made  in  25  instances  to  determine  the  existence 
of  diphtheria,  enteric  fever  or  phthisis  in  doubtful  cases. 
Pulmonary  tuberculosis  has  been  made  voluntarily  notifi¬ 
able  in  the  district. 

Isolation  Hospital. 

An  agreement  came  into  force  on  April  1st,  1903,  by 
which  25  beds  are  reserved  for  Finchley  residents  in  the 
hospital  of  the  Hornsey  Borough  Council. 

Disinfection. 

This  is  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  Authority. 

General  Sanitary  Circumstances. 

The  total  number  of  houses  and  premises  inspected  was 
1,646.  House-to-house  inspections  were  made  in  382 
instances,  and  in  all  but  51  defects  were  noted  and  dealt 
with.  Other  work  has  interfered  with  this  inspection. 
Four  houses  have  been  dealt  with  as  unfit  for  habitation,. 
2  were  closed  voluntarily  and  remain  empty. 

House  Drainage. — The  drains  of  186  houses  were  tested 
and  found  to  be  defective,  needing  entire  reconstruction 
in  154.

Disinfection. 

Articles  of  clothing,  etc.,  are  sent  to  Finchley  and 
undergo  disinfection  by  steam.  Rooms  are  disinfected  by 
the  Sanitary  Authority,  and  notices  for  cleansing  and 
stripping-  of  walls  served  where  necessary. 

General  Sanitary  Circumstances. 

■>  The  total  number  of  premises  inspected  was  616,  house- 
to-house  inspection,  388.  It  is  stated  that  the  erection 
of  workmen’s  dwellings  will  not  be  undertaken  by  the 
Council,  owing  to  the  high  price  asked  for  sites.  Sewage 
Works. — Three  new  bacteria  beds  have  been  added,  and 
alterations  have  been  made  in  the  original  works.  The 
sewage,  after  treatment  with  lime  and  aluminoferric,  passes 
to  settling  tanks,  and  then  through  coke  screens  to  the 
bacteria  beds.  The  effluent  passes  into  a  small  brook. 
The  surface  water  is  dealt  with  by  separate  sewers. 
Water  Supply.— The  question  of  a  constant  supply  is  under 
the  consideration  of  the  Council.  Slaughter-houses  2 ; 
Cowsheds  4  ;  Dairies  and,  Milksliops  13.  Have  been  periodi¬ 
cally  visited.  Factories  and  Workshops. — There  are  37  in 
the  district,  and  144  inspections  have  been  made.  Bake¬ 
houses  7,  of  which  2  are  underground,  1  of  the  latter  has 
been  reconstructed.

Statistical  Notes. 

The  birth-rate  is  the  highest  for  the  last  ten  years.  The 
general  death  -  rate  is  lower  than  the  average  of  the 
previous  ten  years,  whilst  the  zymotic  death-rate  and 
infantile  mortality  are  both  lower  than  in  1902. 


Infectious  Disease. 

Measles  is  a  notifiable  disease  in  this  district.  During 
the  year  137  notifications  were  received  as  to  the  following 
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diseases  : — scarlet  fever  12,  diphtheria  3,  typhoid  fever  1, 
erysipelas  5,  puerperal  fever  1,  and  measles  115.  A  severe 
epidemic  of  measles  occurred  during-  May-July,  and  it  was 
necessary  to  close  the  day  schools.  The  Sunday  schools 
were  also  kept  closed.  The  period  of  closure  was  followed 
by  the  summer  holidays,  so  that  the  children  did  not 
re-assemble  for  seven  weeks,  when  the  epidemic  had 
ceased.  Two  of  the  cases  of  diphtheria  were  imported 
into  the  district.  Only  cue  death  occurred  from  notifiable 
infectious  diseases,  namely,  the  case  of  puerperal  fever. 

Isolation  Hospital. 

The  new  hospital  not  having-  been  completed,  the 
arrangement  with  Tolworth  Joint  Hospital  Board  was 
extended  for  another  six  months  from  Michaelmas. 

The  temporary  smallpox  hospital  for  patients  from 
Hampton,  Hampton  Wick  and  Teddington  has  been  kept 
in  a  state  of  readiness,  but  necessity  for  its  use  has  not 
arisen. 

Disinfection. 

No  remarks. 

General  Sanitary  Circumstances. 

Houses. — Many  new  houses  have  been  built.  The 
total  number  of  inspections  and  reinspections  made  was 
3,554.  Four  houses  have  been  closed  by  a  Magistrate’s 
order,  and  are  being  demolished.  The  Council  has 
completed  a  scheme  under  the  Housing  of  the  Working 
Classes  Act.  This  involved  the  erection  of  5G  houses, 
comprising  65  tenements.  All  are  occupied.  Water 
Supply. — Two  polluted  wells  were  closed. 


Hampton  Urban  District. 
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Slaughter-houses ,  5  on  register.  Cowsheds  5,  and  Dairies 
and  Milkshops  7.  All  these  have  been  inspected  from  time 
to  time.  More  frequent  cleansing  and  limewashing  of 
the  slaughter-houses  and  cowsheds  is  required. 

Offensive  Trades. — Soapmakers’  premises.  These  were 
kept  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 

Unsound  Food. — A  quantity  of  meat  was  seized  on  one 
occasion,  and  destroyed  by  a  Justice’s  order. 

Sewerage  and  Drainage. — The  tank  capacity  at  the 
sewag’e  works  is  being  increased.  Ninety  per  cent,  of 
the  houses  are  connected  with  the  sewers,  and  during  the 
year  several  houses  found  to  be  draining  into  the  Thames 
have  been  connected  with  the  sewers. 

Factory  and  Workshop  Act. — There  are  14  workshops 
and  workplaces  and  4  laundries  on  the  register.  These 
have  been  visited,  and  necessary  works  executed.  There 
are  9  retail  bakehouses.

Systematic  inspection  of  premises  was  made,  and  the 
small  number  of  houses  in  the  district  occupied  by  the 
poorer  class  were  kept  under  constant  supervision  and 
defects  dealt  with.  House  Defuse  is  collected  weekly. 
Bakehouses  (2),  Cowsheds  and  Dairies  (2)  and  Slaughter¬ 
houses  (2)  are  reported  on  as  satisfactory.  Factories  and 
Workshops. — There  is  one  factory,  about  15  workplaces, 
a  few  domestic  laundries.  On  inspection  these  were 
found  to  be  kept  in  accordance  with  the  Act.  Water- 
Supply. — By  the  Grand  Junction  Water  Company.  One 
well  was  closed.  Drainage  and  Sewerage. — The  surface 
water  drainage  scheme  has  been  completed,  and  has 
led  to  improvement  in  the  condition  of  the  roads.  An 
additional  ejector  is  being  provided  in  connection  with  the 
main  sewerage.

Infectious  Disease. 

One  hundred  and  thirty-four  notifications  were  received. 
It  is  to  be  noted  that  notification  of  chicken-pox  was  in 
force.  The  total  number  is  made  up  as  follows,  diphtheria 
15,  erysipelas  Id,  scarlet  fever  30,  enteric  fever  4,  puer¬ 
peral  fever  1,  chicken-pox  68.  Whooping-cough  Avas 
prevalent  in  June  and  caused  9  deaths.  Pamphlets  of 
instructions  relating  to  the  disease  were  issued  with 
advantage. 

In  connection  with  the  occurrence  of  diphtheria  a  supply 
of  antitoxin  is  provided  by  the  Council  free  of  charge. 
One  death  occurred,  but  in  this  case  the  serum  was  not 
used.  All  the  cases  of  typhoid  occurred  about  the  same 
time  and  are  thought  to  have  been  caused  by  a  polluted 
milk  supply  which  gave  rise  to  cases  in  an  adjoining' 
district. 


Isolation  Hospital. 

The  question  of  isolating'  cases  of  infectious  disease  has 
given  rise  to  much  anxiety.  It  is  suggested  that  the 
provision  of  hospital  accommodation  could  be  better  dealt 
with  as  a  County  matter,  so  that  one  hospital  could  serve 
for  several  districts.  The  conversion  of  the  Joint  Small¬ 
pox  Hospital  into  an  isolation  hospital  for  other  diseases 
was  discussed,  but  the  idea  was  abandoned. 


Disinfection. 

Rooms  are  sprayed  with  formaldehyde  and  the  walls 
stripped  or  cleansed  if  necessary.  Articles  of  clothing, 
etc.,  are  disinfected  by  steam. 
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General  Sanitary  Circumstances. 

The  total  number  of  inspections  and  reinspections  was 
2,365,  and  603  houses  were  visited  in  house-to-house 
inspection.  Canal  boats  were  inspected  on  127  occasions. 
There  are  13  Milkshops  and  3  Cowshed  premises  on  the 
register;  they  were  kept  in  a  satisfactory  condition. 
Slaughter-houses ,  4  on  register,  but  only  2  are  in  use. 
Factory  and  Workshop  Act. — There  are  33  workshops  and 
laundries  on  the  register.  Only  3  contraventions  of 
the  Act  were  noted  during  the  year.  There  are  10  bake¬ 
houses,  5  are  underground  and  4  of  the  latter  have 
been  certified  by  the  Sanitary  Authority.  Mortuary.— An 
inquiry  was  held  during  the  year  as  to  the  need  of  proper 
accommodation,  and  sanction  for  a  loan  for  the  purpose  of 
erecting  a  new  building1  has  been  applied  for.

The  birth-rate  is  about  the  same  as  the  average  of  the 
previous  ten  years.  The  general  death  is  lower  and  the 
infantile  mortality  well  below  the  average. 

Infectious  Disease. 

The  notifications  numbered  70  from  the  following 
diseases: — smallpox  22,  diphtheria  15,  erysipelas  2,  scarlet 
fever  9,  enteric  fever  4,  continued  fever  1,  chicken-pox  17. 
The  outbreak  of  smallpox  commenced  in  February.  All 
the  cases  except  4  occurred  amongst  navvies  or  members 
of  the  families  of  navvies  employed  on  the  new  railway 
lines  in  course  of  construction.  The  cases  were  isolated  at 
the  smallpox  huts  or  at  South  Minims  Hospital.  Two 
branch  vaccination  stations  were  opened  and  the  school 
authorities  had  those  boys  re-vaccinated  who  needed  it. 
In  connection  with  cases  of  diphtheria,  antitoxin  is  provided 
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by  the  Sanitary  Authority,  free  of  charge  for  the  poor. 
Bacteriological  examination  free  of  charge  is  also  provided 
for  suspicious  cases  of  diphtheria  and  of  enteric  fever. 

Isolation  Hospital. 

Plans  for  the  enlargement  of  the  hospital  have  been 
approved  by  the  Council. 

Disinfection. 

No  comment. 

General  Sanitary  Circumstances. 

Plans  were  passed  for  182  new  houses  and  36  flats. 
Attention  is  drawn  to  the  increase  in  the  latter,  and  it  is 
pointed  out  that  in  the  neighbouring  district  of  Wealdstone 
the  death-rate  and  risk  of  infection  has  been  found  to 
be  greater  than  in  houses.  Reference  is  made  to  the 
desirability  of  having  Mount  Park  district  transferred 
to  Harrow.  The  need  for  this  it  is  pointed  out  has 
been  accentuated  by  the  outbreak  of  smallpox.  A 
large  number  of  those  affected  were  working  in  this 
district  and  were  dealt  with  by  the  Harrow  officials 
owing  to  the  distance  of  the  Sanitary  Authorities  in  charge 
of  it.  Dust  Collection. — This  is  done  weekly  and  there  have 
been  only  four  complaints.  Cowsheds  10,  Milk  shops  7, 
have  been  visited  quarterly.  Some  are  apparently  not 
satisfactory.  Slaughter-houses  7. — Serious  complaint  has 
been  made  of  one.  The  provision  of  a  public  slaughter¬ 
house  is  recommended.  Factory  and  Workshop  Act. — 
There  are  20  workshops  and  laundries  and  11  bakehouses. 
Certificates  were  granted  to  underground  bakehouses  after 
alterations  were  completed.  Sewage  Farms, —  At  both 
farms  the  effluents  have  been  satisfactory.  It  is  proposed 
to  extend  the  filtering  area  at  Newton  Farm.

In  the  above'  estimate  of  population  and  for  the  purposes 
of  the  rates,  the  persons  and  deaths  in  Cleveland  Street 
Sick  Asylum,  and  persons  and  deaths  of  non-residents  in 
Hendon  Union  Workhouse  and  Schools  have  been  excluded. 
The  birth-rate,  general  death-rate  and  infantile  mortality 
are  each  less  than  the  average  of  the  previous  ten  years. 


Infectious  Disease. 

During*  the  year,  138  cases  were  notified  from  the 
following4  diseases  : — diphtheria  34,  scarlet  fever  76, 
enteric  fever  9,  puerperal  feVer  3,  erysipelas  16.  A 
secpience  of  cases  of  diphtheria  in  West  Hendon  threw 
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suspicion  on  milk,  but  further  enquiry  did  not  confirm  this, 
and  as  all  the  cases  attended  the  same  school  it  is  thought 
infection  may  have  spread  there.  Scarlet  fever  appears 
to  have  been  due  to  mild  cases  unrecognised  till  the  occur¬ 
rence  of  the  desquamation  stage ;  in  several  instances 
children  in  this  condition  were  found  in  school,  and  on 
inquiry  it  was  ascertained  that  they  had  suffered  from  sore 
throat  or  slight  disorder  which  kept  them  from  school  for 
a  few  days  only.  Very  few  cases  of  measles  occurred.  A 
system  of  school  notification  to  the  Medical  Office]’  of 
Health  of  non-notifiable  complaints  has  been  found  useful. 


Isolation  Hospital. 

Provision  is  made  for  scarlet  fever.  The  need  of 
diphtheria  accommodation  was  much  felt  during1  the  year 
and  its  provision  is  under  consideration. 


Disinfection. 

One  hundred  and  fifty-six  rooms  were  disinfected  with 
formaline.  Articles  of  clothing,  &c.,  are  disinfected  by 
steam. 

General  Sanitary  Circumstances. 

The  total  number  of  inspections  was  1,413,  and  273 
houses  were  inspected  from  house  to  house.  In  several 
parts  of  the  district  the  houses  have  been  not  well  built 
and  they  need  frequent  house-to-house  inspection.

Cowsheds  21, 
Dairies  and  Milkshops  29. — Have  been  visited  regularly.

Statistical  Notes. 


There  is  difficulty  in  estimating  the  population  owing  to 
unusual  increase.  The  population  is  probably  under¬ 
estimated,  in  which,  case  the  birth-rate  is  too  low  and  the 
death-rate  too  high.  Included  in  the  estimate  of  population 
are  1,255  persons  in  Hounslow  Barracks  and  688  in  the 
Workhouse  Infirmary.  The  birth-rate  is  higher  than  in 
1902.  Illegitimate  births  formed  3*6  per  cent,  of  the  total 
births,  as  compared  with  5*2  percent,  in  1902.  The  general 
death-rate  is  the  lowest  since  1894,  and  the  infantile 
mortality  is  much  below  that  in  any  of  the  last  10  years. 
This  rate,  in  Hounslow  Barracks,  was  74  as  compared 
with  352  per  1,000  births  in  1902.  The  zymotic  rate  is  also 
low  compared  with  that  of  several  years  past.

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Infectious  Disease. 

The  notifications  received  were  205,  but  this  does  not 
represent  all  cases  occurring',  as  those  arising-  in  the 
barracks  are  not  notified.  Ten  such  cases  were  removed 
to  the  Isolation  Hospital.  They  are  not  included  in  the 
above  total.  The  notifications  related  to  the  following : — 
scarlet  fever  143,  diphtheria  29,  enteric  fever  9,  puerperal 
fever  1,  erysipelas  23.  Two  small  outbreaks  of  scarlet 
fever  occurred  in  two  separate  institutions  in  the  district. 
Sixty-seven  per  cent,  of  all  the  cases  were  removed  to 
hospital.  Of  the  diphtheria  patients,  20  were  removed  to 
hospital. 

Isolation  Hospital. 

Pointed  reference  is  made  to  the  urgent  need  of 
increasing  the  accommodation  at  the  hospital.  Although 
this  appears  to  be  generally  recognised  and  accepted,  and 
plans  for  enlargement  have  been  prepared,  delay  has 
occurred  owing  to  a  difference  of  opinion  as  to  the 
relative  financial  responsibility  between  the  two  authori¬ 
ties,  viz.  :  the  Heston  and  Isleworth  Council  and  the 
Richmond  Corporation,  who  own  the  Hospital.  Owing 
to  the  inadequate  accommodation,  it  was  becoming  a 
routine  custom  to  admit  patients  without  due  regard  to 
the  risk  of  overcrowding.  The  result  was  that  in  Nov¬ 
ember  it  was  decided  not  to  send  in  any  more  scarlet 
fever  patients  from  Heston  and  Isleworth,  and  the 
employment  of  a  temporary  nurse  was  authorised  by  the 
Council  to  visit  cases  at  their  homes. 

General  Sanitary  Circumstances. 

Reference  is  again  made  to  certain  insanitary  areas  and 
places  known  as  Stafford  Place,  Castle  Place  and  Gordon 
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House  Square,  Almost  daily  visits  have  been  made  to 
them,  and  they  have  been  fairly  maintained.  There  are 
two  houses  registered  as  houses-let-in-lodgings.  Both  are 
old  and  badly  maintained.  A  large  number  of  drains  have 
been  amended  or  reconstructed.  Cowsheds  20,  Dairies  and 
Milkshops  48. — They  were  frequently  visited  aud  were  in 
fair  condition.  One  set  of  cowshed  premises  was  grossly 
insanitary,  and,  subsequent  to  action  by  the  Sanitary 
Authority,  its  use  was  discontinued.  At  the  request  of 
the  Medical  Officer,  some  cows — not  supplying’  milk  in  the 
district — were  tested  with  tuberculin,  two  were  found  to 
be  tubercular  and  dealt  with.  Factories  and  Workshop 
Act. — The  total  number  on  register  is  164,  and  205 
visits  were  paid  to  them.  On  the  whole  their  condition  was 
satisfactory.  There  are  35  bakehouses,  one  of  which  is 
underground,  and  has  been  altered  to  comply  with  the  Act. 
Caned  Boats. — The  number  inspected  was  304,  and  in  33 
contravention  of  the  Acts  or  Regulations  were  discovered.

The  above  estimated  population  includes  the  inhabitants 
of  Hornsey  in  Edmonton  Workhouse  during*  the  year. 
Correction  is  also  made  by  excluding  the  deaths  of  non¬ 
residents,  and  including  residents  dying  outside  the 
district.  In  addition  10  births  in  Edmonton  Workhouse 
are  included.  The  birth-rate  has  been  continuously  falling 
since  1884.  The  general  death-rate  is  the  lowest  during 
the  last  ten  years,  whilst  the  infantile  mortality  and  the 
zymotic  rate  both  compare  favourably  with  previous  years. 

Infectious  Disease. 

The  notifications  received  were  309,  made  up  of  the 
following:  —  scarlet  fever  203,  diphtheria  62,  typhoid  fever 
15,  puerperal  fever  2,  erysipelas  25,  smallpox  2.  Account 
is  given  of  the  steps  taken  on  the  receipt  of  notifications. 
As  regards  typhoid,  4  cases  were  attributed  to  eating 
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shell-fish,  2  were  due  to  direct  infection  from  another  case, 
and  2  were  imported  into  the  district.  In  connection 
with  the  treatment  of  diphtheria,  antitoxin  serum  is 
provided  by  the  Council  at  cost  price,  and  it  is  recom¬ 
mended  that  it  should  be  given  free  in  necessitous  cases. 
A  total  of  258  cases  from  scarlet  fever,  typhoid,  and 
diphtheria  were  removed  to  hospital. 

Isolation  Hospital. 

There  is  accommodation  for  patients  from  scarlet  fever, 
diphtheria,  and  typhoid  fever.  Cases  from  other  districts 
are  also  received. 

Disinfection. 

Over  800  rooms  were  fumigated,  and  where  necessary 
the  walls  were  stripped  and  cleansed.  Some  8,000  articles 
of  clothing,  etc.,  were  disinfected. 

General  Sanitary  Circumstances. 

More  complaints  were  received  than  in  1902.  ITouse-to- 
house  inspections  were  made  in  500  instances.  Sewerage. — 
Over  two  miles  of  new  sewers  have  been  laid,  exclusive  of 
a  sewer  which  is  being  constructed  owing  to  the  collapse 
of  the  Highgate  Outfall  Sewer.  Eleven  sewer  ventilators 
have  been  erected.  Refuse  Disposal. — A  refuse  destructor 
exists  for  this  purpose.  Slaughter-houses ,  10,  frequently 
visited.  Cowsheds  8,  Dairies  and  Milkshops  49,  are  visited 
monthly.  Factory  and  Workshop  Act. — There  are  274  on 
the  register,  including  39  bakehouses.  Special  attention 
has  been  paid  to  restaurant  kitchens.  Outworkers’  homes 
have  been  inspected.  Five  underground  bakehouses  were 
certified  and  1  was  closed.

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Infectious  Disease. 

The  notifications  were  117  (excluding’  12  in  the  Asylum) 
from  the  following  diseases  : — scarlet  fever  80,  diphtheria 
16,  membranous  croup  2,  enteric  fever  7,  puerperal  fever  2, 
erysipelas  10.  The  evidence  as  regards  scarlet  fever 
indicated  that  school  infection  was  the  chief  factor  in  its 
cause.  Explanation  of  the  cases  of  diphtheria  was  not 
obvious  ;  milk  did  not  suggest  itself.  Three  of  the  cases 
of  typhoid  occurred  in  the  institutions  in  the  district,  one 
occurred  in  the  manager’s  house  at  the  sewag’e  works. 
This  is  the  fourth  case  during  the  last  few  years,  and  the 
bad  water  suppty  is  thought  to  be  the  cause.  One  case 
was  due  to  shell-fish  eaten  at  the  seaside.  Whooping 
cough  was  very  prevalent  early  in  the  year. 

Isolation  Hospital. 

A  new  hospital  has  been  built  on  a  site  of  3  acres,  and 
comprises  the  following  : — administrative,  mortuary 
pavilion,  isolation  and  discharging  blocks.  There  is 
room  for  extension.  The  accommodation  at  present  is 
17  beds.  The  total  cost,  including  site,  was  £11,364. 

Disinfection. 

No  comment. 

General  Sanitary  Circumstances. 

Flans  for  nearly  600  new  houses  have  been  passed. 
Constant  supervision  takes  place  during  construction. 
Formerly  this  was  not  so,  with  the  result  of  successful 
evasion  of  the  by-laws  then  in  force.  These  houses  are 
already  in  bad  repair  although  comparatively  new.  The 
by-laws  have  recently  been  revised.  The  district  has 
almost  completely  changed  in  the  last  few  years  and  is 
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now  largely  occupied  by  the  working  classes ;  despite 
this  there  is  little  overcrowding.  The  total  inspections 
were  1,255,  of  which  over  900  were  house-to-house 
inspections.  The  requirements  as  to  houses-let-in-lodgings 
are  stringently  enforced.  House  Refuse  is  collected  weekly 
on  a  specified  day.  Sewage. — This  is  dealt  with  by 
chemical  precipitation.  Extensive  alterations  at  the  works 
are  in  hand.  Water  Supply. — From  the  South  West 
Suburban  Company.  Cowsheds ,  7. — Much  requires  to  be 
done  to  put  these  in  a  satisfactory  condition.  The  appoint¬ 
ment  of  a  veterinary  inspector  is  recommended.  Milk- 
shops  and  Dairies  have  been  inspected,  and  are  satisfactory. 
Slaughter-houses ,  5,  of  which  2  are  now  disused.  Factory  and 
Workshop  Act. — The  total  number  on  the  register,  including 
bakehouses,  is  28.  The  sanitary  condition  was  found  to 
be  satisfactory  generally.  There  are  2  underground 
bakehouses,  and  1  of  these  had  to  undergo  alteration  before 
a  certificate  was  granted.  Mortuary. — The  situation  of  the 
building  is  not  satisfactory,  and  the  subject  is  at  present 
under  consideration.  Canal  Boats. — The  inspector  visited

The  population  and  deaths  in  the  Metropolitan  Asylums 
Board  Hospital  are  not,  but  the  deaths  of  7  residents  dying- 
outside  the  district  in  Edmonton  Workhouse  are,  included 
in  the  above.  The  birth-rate,  general  death-rate,  and 
infantile  mortality  and  zymotic  death-rate  are  all  below 
the  average  of  the  previous  ten  years. 


Infectious  Disease. 

A  total  of  136  cases  of  infectious  disease  was  notified. 
These  occurred  in  111  houses  and  comprised  the  fol¬ 
lowing-: — scarlet  fever  107,  diphtheria  9,  ti/phoid  fever  7. 
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puerperal  fever  2,  erysipelas  11.  Scarlet  fever  was  more 
prevalent  than  usual  chiefly  in  July,  August  and  September. 
Nine  cases  were  imported,  12  were  secondary  and  3  were 
“  return  ”  cases.  Eighty-three  were  removed  to  hospital. 
The  cases  of  diphtheria  were  fewer  in  number  than  for  several 
years.  Of  the  cases  of  typhoid  2  were  imported.  Whooping- 
cough  was  prevalent  during'  the  first  half  of  the  year. 
Diagnosis  outfits  are  provided  by  the  Council  in  connection 
with  suspected  cases  of  diphtheria,  typhoid  and  phthisis 
and  are  forwarded  to  the  Lister  Institute  for  examination, 
whilst  antitoxin  serum  in  connection  with  cases  of 
diphtheria  is  provided  at  the  Council  office.  Handbills  as 
to  precautions  which  should  be  taken  in  connection  with 
consumption,  measles,  and  whooping  cough,  are  left  at  all 
houses  where  cases  are  known  to  occur. 


Isolation  Hospital. 

During  the  year  101  cases  were  admitted,  10  of  which 
came  from  Friern  Barnet  District. 

The  hospital  was  never  empty  and  on  two  occasions  was 
quite  full,  so  that  had  other  cases  required  admission  they 
could  not  have  been  taken  in.  It  is  advised  that  the  other 
half  of  the  Isolation  Block  should  be  completed,  in  view  of 
the  rapid  increase  of  the  district. 


Disinfection. 

No  comment  as  to  method  of  disinfection  of  articles  of 
clothing,  &c.  Rooms  were  disinfected  by  the  Sanitary 
Authority. 
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General  Sanitary  Circumstances, 

The  total  number  of  inspections  was  2,954,  of  which  136 
were  in  the  course  of  house-to-house  inspection.  Housing 
of  the  Working  Classes  Act. — A  block  of  old  cottages 
has  been  demolished.  In  view  of  the  demolition  of 
old  cottage  property  which  is  taking  place  for  the 
erection  of  villa  and  shop  property  it  is  advised  that 
dwellings  should  be  erected  under  the  provisions  of  this 
Act.  Water  Supply. — The  New  River  Water  Company 
supply  nearly  all  houses  in  the  district  and  but  few  depend 
on  wells  for  water.  Cowsheds  9,  Dairies  15,  and  Slaughter¬ 
houses  8,  have  been  systematically  inspected  and  kept  in 
compliance  with  the  by-laws.  Factory  and  Workshop 
Act. — There  are  29  workshops  and  workplaces  which 
have  been  regularly  visited.  The  use  of  the  only  under¬ 
ground  bakehouse  in  the  district  has  been  given  up.

Infectious  Disease. 

The  total  number  of  cases  notified  was  95,  which  is  much 
above  the  average.  The  cases  include  the  following : — 
diphtheria  63,  erysipelas  2,  scarlet  fever  29,  enteric  fever  1. 
In  May  and  June  a  number  of  cases  of  scarlet  fever  occurred, 
a  large  number  being  due  to  two  cases  which  were  only 
discovered  on  examination  of  the  school  registers.  These 
children  were  absent  from  school,  and  on  visiting  them  the 
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Medical  Officer  of  Health  found  they  were  without  medical 
attention,  but  were  suffering-  from  scarlet  fever.  Diphtheria 
occurred  in  the  district  from  March  and  became  epidemic  in 
December.  Here  again  a  child  ill,  but  not  under  medical 
attention,  appears  to  have  had  cause  in  the  outburst.  In 
connection  with  this  outbreak,  antitoxin  was  supplied  by 
the  Council  free  of  charge  for  the  poorer  class.  It  was 
necessary  to  close  both  day  and  Sunday  schools. 

Isolation  Hospital. 

None  is  provided  for  ordinary  infectious  cases.  One  case 
was  sent  to  Richmond  Hospital.  Smallpox  is  provided  for 
in  conjunction  with  Staines  Rural  District. 


Disinfection. 

No  comment  as  to  the  method  adopted,  but  in  the  tables 
as  to  “  sanitary  work  done”  it  is  stated  70  rooms  were 
fumigated. 


General  Sanitary  Circumstances. 

Several  old  and  defective  properties  are  referred  to,  and 
it  is  thought  probable  that  proceedings  under  the  Housing 
of  the  Working  Classes  Act  will  have  to  be  taken.  The 
total  number  of  inspections  was  153,  and  40  houses  were 
inspected  in  house-to-house  visitation. 

Water  Supply. — Largely  from  the  Grand  Junction  Water 
Company.  Samples  of  water  from  wells  have  been  exam¬ 
ined  and  where  necessarv  the  water  has  been  condemned. 
Sewerage. — Many  complaints  have  been  made  about 
nuisance  from  the  ventilators  of  the  sewers,  and  it  is 
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stated  that  the  ventilation  shafts  are  not  sufficient  in 
number,  and  that  some,  especially  one  in  Nursery  Road 
should  be  higher  and  bigger  in  calibre.  The  heavy  rainfall 
of  the  year  interfered  with  the  proper  working  of  the 
sewerage  system,  and  much  inconvenience  was  caused  by 
the  condition  of  the  cellars  of  houses  in  Thames  Street 
The  sewage  is  dealt  with  on  land  by  broad  irrigation  and 
the  conditions  are  satisfactory.  It  is  suggested  that 
independent  expert  opinion  should  be  obtained  as  regards 
the  sewerage  system,  but  it  is  stated  that  the  Surveyor  is 
considering  a  plan  which  it  is  hoped  will  effectually  deal 
with  the  difficulty.  A  scheme  is  also  under  consideration 
for  dealing  with  the  waterlogged  condition  of  ditches  at 
Sunbury  Cross.  Slaughter-houses  2,  Cowsheds  71,  Dairies 
and  Milkshops  4,  have  been  periodically  visited.  Factory  and 
Workshop  Act. — There  are  3  workshops,  5  laundries,  and  4 
bakehouses,  and  3  large  factories  in  the  district.

The  total  number  of  notifications  was  693,  from  the 
following  diseases,  smallpox  3,  diphtheria  131,  membranous 
croup  4,  erysipelas  65,  scarlet  fever  332,  enteric  fever  60, 
puerperal  fever  3,  chicken-pox  95.  The  cases  of  smallpox 
occurred  in  persons  vaccinated  in  childhood  and  were  of  a 
modified  character.

The  total  number  of  inspections  was  28,979, 
and  over  2,000  houses  were  visited  in  house-to-house 
inspection.  Eleven  houses  were  closed  during  the  year  as 
unfit  for  habitation.

Overcrowding  has  been 
chiefly  met  with  in  the  quarter  occupied  by  foreign 
immigrants.  Van  dwellers  are  a  constant  source  of  trouble, 
over  500  have  been  removed  during  the  year  by  the 
Inspectors.  House  Refuse. — This  is  done  hy  Contractors. 
The  complaints  have  been  decreasing.  A  refuse  destructor 
is  being  built.  Slaughter-houses.  —  There  are  17,  and 
they  have  been  regularly  inspected.  The  provision  of 
a  public  slaughter-house  is  recommended.  Cowsheds  18, 
Dairies  56,  Milkshops  165,  have  been  frequently  visited. 
Food  Inspection. — A  considerable  amount  was  seized  and 
condemned.  Sewerage  and  Drainage. — The  main  sewers 
(not  for  surface  water),  are  under  a  Joint  Drainage 
Committee  for  Tottenham  and  Wood  Green.  A  new  large 
main  sewer  is  under  construction.  Plans  for  the  combined 
drainage  of  485  houses  have  been  approved  by  the 
Council.  The  relaying  of  defective  sewers  in  three  districts 
has  been  completed.  Water  Supply. — The  amount  of 
water  consumed  daily  per  head  during  the  year  was 
15  gallons.  Factory  and  Workshop  Act. — The  number  of 
places  on  the  register  was  82  domestic  workshops,  37 
laundries,  51  retail  bakehouses  and  13  ice-cream  factories. 
The  sanitary  condition  of  the  workshops  is  generally 
satisfactory.  Overcrowding  was  found  in  3  instances. 
Six  underground  bakehouses  have  been  certified  under 
Section  101,  after  alteration,  whilst  in  4  cases  a  certifi¬ 
cate  was  refused.

In  most  cases  this  has  now  been 
remedied.  Infringement  of  the  by-law  as  to  open  space 
about  houses  occurred  in  several  instances,  and  was  suc¬ 
cessfully  dealt  with.  Water  Supply. — Sixteen  samples  of 
well  water  were  analysed,  and  found  to  be  satisfactory. 
Sewerage  and  Drainage. — New  sewers  have  been  laid  in  a 
number  of  roads,  and  over  200  connections  made  to  the 
soil  sewers.

Statistical  Notes. 

There  is  a  well  marked  increase  in  the  birth-rate  com¬ 
pared  with  the  average  of  the  previous  ten  years.  The 
general  death-rate  and  infantile  mortality  are  each  below 
the  average.  Deaths  of  residents  in  outlying  districts 
have  been  taken  into  account.  The  zymotic  death-rate  is 
low. 

Infectious  Disease. 

The  cases  notified  during  the  year  were  102  from  the 
following  complaints:  smallpox  16,  diphtheria  7,  erysipelas 
9,  scarlet  fever  43,  enteric  fever  1,  chicken-pox  26.  The  cases 
of  smallpox  occurred  between  March  and  June.  The 
outbreak  was  imported  into  the  district  by  men  seeking 
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for  work.  The  spread  of  scarlet  fever  is  largely  due  to 
mild  cases  which  do  not  come  under  medical  attention 
early  in  the  course  of  the  disease,  or  at  all. 

Isolation  Hospital. 

The  hospital  for  ordinary  infectious  complaints  is 
situated  at  Hilling-don  East,  the  Smallpox  Hospital  at 
Hayes.  The  total  number  of  cases  removed  to  hospital 
was  59. 

Disinfection. 

No  provision  is  made  for  the  disinfection  of  articles  of 
clothing,  and  attention  is  again  drawn  to  the  necessity 
which  exists  for  a  steajn  disinfecting  apparatus. 

General  Sanitary  Circumstances. 

During  the  year,  plans  for  48  new  houses  have  been 
passed.  The  district  has  been  frequently  inspected  by  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  including  the  yards,  courts  and 
alleys,  and  several  improvements  have  been  effected. 
Paving  and  surface  drainage  of  the  private  yards  are 
urgently  required,  but  are  about  to  receive  attention. 
Water  Supply  is  satisfactory.  Slaughter-houses  have  been 
regularly  visited  and  found  satisfactory.  Cowsheds  and 
Dairies. — These  have  been  under  inspection  of  a  veterinary 
surgeon,  Mr.  Hancock,  who  reports  specially  on  the 
subject,  to  the  following  effect :  “  The  health  of  the  cows 
has  been  satisfactory,  and  no  case  showing  evidence  of 
tuberculosis,  either  generalised  or  mammary,  has  been 
noted.  During  the  last  month  of  the  year  special  visits 
were  made  with  a  view  to  preventing  the  introduction  of 
any  cows  which  might  have  been  connected  with  a  recent 
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epidemic  at  Woking,  Surrey.  The  sheds  and  dairies  have 
generally  been  found  satisfactory,  and  where  not  so  the 
defects  have  been  remedied.”  Factory  and  Workshop 
Act. — -All  premises  have  been  regularly  visited,  and 
sanitary  improvements  effected.  the  bakehouses  have 
been  regularly  visited,  and  the  one  underground  bake¬ 
house  is  to  be  improved.  Mortuary. — Attention  is  again 
drawn  to  the  need  of  a  public  mortuary.  Sewage  Works. — ■ 
These  appear  to  have  been  more  satisfactory,  and  no 
complaints  have  reached  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
recently.

The  inspections 
made  were  105,  of  which  22  were  in  house-to-house 
inspection.  Five  cases  of  overcrowding  were  dealt  with. 
Inhabited  caravans  are  an  increasing  nuisance.  House 
Refuse  is  collected  once  a  fortnight,  except  in  the  three 
summer  months,  when  a  weekly  collection  is  made. 
Slaughter-houses  3,  Cowsheds  4,  Dairies  and  Milkshops  11,  are 
visited  quarterly,  and  appear  to  have  been  found  generally 
satisfactory.  Sewage  Works. — Alterations  and  improve¬ 
ments  effected.  Factory  and  Workshop  Act. — There  are 
7  factories  and  25  workshops.  All  have  been  kept  in  a 
satisfactory  condition.  There  are  no  outworkers  in  the 
district.  There  are  6  bakehouses ;  one  is  very  unsatis¬ 
factory,  but  is  to  be  rebuilt.

Correction  is  made  for  deaths  of  non-residents,  and  for 
those  of  residents  dying-  outside  the  district. 

The  birth-rate  is  about  the  same  as  the  average  of  the 
last  ten  years,  but  shows  a  tendency  to  increase.  Illegiti¬ 
mate  births  form  1*2  per  cent,  of  the  whole.  The  general 
death-rate  is  the  lowest  recorded  since  1875.  The  infantile 
mortality  is  the  lowest  recorded.  Attention  is  specially 
drawn  to  uncertified  deaths,  of  which  14  occurred.  This 
is  a  decrease  on  the  number  in  1902. 

Infectious  Disease. 

The  number  of  notifications  received  was  862,  which 
comprise  the  following : — smallpox  7,  scarlet  fever  502, 
diphtheria  217,  croup  4,  typhoid  fever  45,  puerperal  fever  1 1, 
erysipelas  76.  The  origin  of  the  smallpox  cases  points  to 
the  need  of  increased  powers  for  dealing  with  u  contacts  ’ 
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and  vagrants.  The  first  case  was  that  of  a  vagrant.  Three 
cases  at  different  periods  were  traced  to  an  outbreak 
amongst  railway  navvies  in  an  adjoining  district.  Two 
cases  occurred  in  the  persons  of  a  father  and  mother  who 
refused  vaccination  when  one  of  their  children  fell  ill  of  the 
complaint,  the  rest  of  the  family  was  vaccinated  and 
escaped.  The  number  of  diphtheria  cases  was  much  below 
the  average,  this  is  probably  accounted  for  by  the  meteor¬ 
ological  condititions  which  prevailed.  An  epidemic  of 
measles  occurred  in  the  late  autumn.  The  cases  were  in¬ 
vestigated  by  the  Lady  Health  Visitor. 

Isolation  Hospital. 

The  accommodation  is  being  considerably  increased. 
This  is  much  needed  as  the  existing  accommodation  was 
fully  used  during  the  year  despite  the  fact  that  the 
incidence  of  infectious  disease  was  low.  Smallpox  cases 
were  isolated  at  South  Minims,  as  the  Council’s  Hospital 
was  in  use  for  scarlet  fever  convalescents. 

Disinfection. 

Articles  of  clothing,  &c.,  are  disinfected  by  steam.  The 
apparatus  is  inadequate  for  the  work  and  a  larger  one  is 
being  provided.  A  total  of  890  rooms  was  disinfected. 

General  Sanitary  Circumstances. 

A  total  of  15,178  inspections  was  made  during  th.e  year, 
and  2,364  houses  were  visited  in  the  course  of  house-to- 
house  inspection.  In  two  instances,  viz.,  a  house  known 
as  Alma  Cottage,  Church  End,  and  a  number  of  houses  in 
Pembroke  Place,  representations  were  made  under  the 
Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  Act.  In  the  case  of  the 
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former,  the  house  has  been  closed  by  the  owner  and  will 
be  demolished.  In  the  latter,  improvements  have  been 
effected,  but  the  situation  and  construction  of  these  houses 
render  any  satisfactory  improvements  impossible.  Dust  Col¬ 
lection. — A  weekly  collection  is  carried  out  under  the  super¬ 
vision  of  the  Public  Health  Department.  A  dust  destructor 
is  needed.  Water  Supply. — A  constant  supply  throughout 
the  district  from  the  West  Middlesex  Water  Company. 
The  provision  of  a  draw  off  tap  from  the  rising  mam  is 
increasing.  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Treatment. — The  greater 
part  of  the  district  occupied  by  houses  drains  into  the  Metro¬ 
politan  Sewerag-e  System.  Floodings  have  been  frequent  in 
South  Kilburn.  The  sewage  from  the  Brent  area  is  dealt 
with  by  chemical  precipitation,  filtration  and  land  treatment 
at  the  farm  at  Stonebridge.  Attention  is  drawn  to  the 
difficulty  of  treating  sewage  here  on  land  quite  unsuited  in 
character  and  which  will  soon  be  surrounded  by  houses  at  no 
great  distance.  Dairies ,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops. — There  are 
109  milkshops  on  the  register.  About  60  per  cent,  are  ordi¬ 
nary  shops  without  proper  accommodation  for  storage  or 
cleansing’.  Slaughter-houses. — Six  on  register,  visited  quar¬ 
terly  and  found  satisfactory.

General  Sanitary  Circumstances. 

The  total  number  of  inspections  of  premises  made  was 
4,985,  of  which  293  were  visits  in  the  course  of  house-to- 
house  visitation.  Water  Supply. — As  the  result  of  action 
by  the  Sanitary  Authority,  the  New  River  Company  have 
provided  a  constant  service  throughout  the  district.

An  insanitary  house  in  Harrow  Weald  has  been  condemned, 
and  the  building  will  shortly  be  closed  ;  in  the  case  of 
another  plans  have  been  passed  for  the  erection  by  the 
owners  of  three  new  cottages.  Overcrowding. — Several 
cases  were  dealt  with,  but,  owing  to  the  scarcity  of  work¬ 
men’s  dwellings,  difficulty  is  experienced  in  satisfactorily 
dealing  with  overcrowding.  Slaughter-houses  9. — Satis¬ 
factory.  Cowsheds  13,  Dairies  and  Milkshops  16. — 
Have  been  frequently  inspected,  and  during  the  year  3 
unregistered  cowsheds  were  discovered.  One  cowshed  is 
not  entirely  satisfactory.  Factory  and  Workshop  Act. — 
There  are  14  workshops  and  9  bakehouses.  One  of  the 
bakehouses  was  condemned  and  has  been  closed.

Infectious  Disease. 

Notification  was  made  of  242  cases,  comprising  the 
following  diseases: — diphtheria  71,  membranous  croup  1, 
erysipelas  24,  scarlet  fever  47,  enteric  fever  7,  puerperal  fever 
3,  varicella  89.  The  amount  of  scarlet  fever  is  said  to  be 
less  than  in  former  years,  and  did  not  become  epidemic. 
Diphtheria  was  epidemic  in  Bedfont  parish,  and  the  Church 
Schools  had  to  be  closed.  The  epidemic  centred  in  a 

(42)  m  2 
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group  of  cottages  the  sanitary  condition  of  which  was 
very  unsatisfactory.  Antitoxin  serum  was  provided  free 
of  charge  where  necessary.  Whooping  cough  and 
measles  have  also  been  epidemic,  and  led  to  closure  of 
schools  in  Feltham  and  Ashford.  In  July  enteric  fever 
occurred  in  some  fruit  pickers’  dwellings  at  Stan  well.  The 
dwellings  consisted  of  old  railway  carriages  placed  over  a 
ditch  into  which  the  middens  drained. 

Isolation  Hospital. 

Accommodation  for  smallpox  only  is  provided. 

Disinfection. 

From  the  tables  relating  to  sanitary  work,  it  appears 
that  94  rooms  w~ere  fumigated,  and  many  articles  dis- 
infected  or  destroyed,  but  it  is  not  stated  what  means  of 
disinfection  for  the  latter  are  available. 


General  Sanitary  Circumstances. 

A  large  number  of  new  houses  has  been  erected  in 
Feltham  and  Ashford.  These  drain  to  cesspools,  there 
being  no  main  sewerage.  It  was  found  in  one  instance 
that  a  large  cesspool  for  ten  houses,  which  had  notices  up 
as  being  ready  for  occupation,  was,  owing  to  faulty  con¬ 
struction,  full  of  subsoil  water.  As  a  result  iron -lined 
cesspools  are  now  required,  and  a  special  by-law  providing 
for  this  has  been  adopted.  Some  houses  built  before 
the  by-laws  came  into  force  have  caused  much  difficulty, 
and  a  scheme  of  drainage  into  a  common  cesspool 
is  now  being  carried  out.  In  other  places  new  drains  and 
cesspools  are  being  constructed.  The  total  number  of

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inspections  was  1,964,  and  567  houses  were  visited  in 
house-to-house  inspection.  Overcrowding. — Many  instances 
have  occurred  owing  to  the  large  number  of  men  working 
on  the  new  waterworks  reservoirs.  Water  Supply. — 
Questionable  sources  of  supply  still  exist ;  when  discovered 
and  found  unsatisfactory  they  are  condemned.  The  supply 
of  the  South-Western  Suburban  Company  is  being- 
increasingly  adopted.  Sewerage. — A  small  scheme  for 
Harmondsworth  has  been  carried  out,  and  is  satisfactory. 
A  new  storm  water  drain  in  New  Road,  Bedfont,  has 
improved  the  water-logged  condition  of  the  road.  Cess¬ 
pool  emptying  and  carting  away  of  the  contents  has  given 
rise  to  complaints,  and  the  system  appears  to  need 
improvement.  Dust  Removed. — Proper  receptacles  are 
frequently  wanting.  Dairies ,  M.ilkshops  and  Cowsheds  are 
said  to  receive  attention  from  time  to  time.  Mortuary. — 
Attention  is  called  to  the  need  of  proper  accommodation 
in  some  of  the  most  important  villages.

The  nett  death-rate  is  slightly  lower  than  that  of  last 
year  and  less  than  the  average  for  the  previous  ten  years. 
The  infantile  mortality,  111  per  1,000  children  born, 
compares  favourably  with  the  corresponding  rate,  namely, 
135  in  1902.  In  the  above  rates  23  non-residents  who 


died  in  the  district  are  excluded,  and  5  residents  who  died 
outside  the  district  are  included. 


Infectious  Disease. 


During  the  year  130  cases  were  notified  from  the 
following: — smallpox  8,  diphtheria  46,  erysipelas  19, 
scarlet  fever  49,  en  teric  fever  6,  puerperal  fever  2.  Smallpox 


Uxbridge  Rural  District. 
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occurred  amongst  navvies  working  oil  railway  extensions 
in  the  district.  The  “contacts”  were  isolated  as  well  as 
possible,  kept  under  observation  and  urged  to  undergo 
revaccination.  Extension  of  the  disease  did  not  take 
place.  An  outbreak  of  scarlet  fever  occurred  at  North- 
wood  and  appears  to  have  been  due  to  a  slight  and  undis¬ 
covered  case.  It  was  deemed  advisable  to  commence  the 
school  holidays  earlier  than  usual.  Of  the  cases  of 
diphtheria  28  occurred  in  Yiewsley  mostly  at  the  beginning 
of  the  year.  The  schools  were  disinfected. 

Isolation  Hospital. 

Situated  in  Hillingdon  East,  and  used  for  scarlet  fever 
and  diphtheria.  It  is  suggested  that  the  use  of  a  small 
ward  for  enteric  fever  cases  would  be  a  great  advantage. 
The  total  admissions  were  206,  which  includes  cases  from 
Uxbridge  and  Southall-Norwood  Urban  Districts,  but  the 
latter  has  now  its  own  hospital.  The  small-pox  hospital 
is  at  Yeading. 

Disinfection. 

Rooms  are  disinfected  by  burning  sulphur  or  the  use  of 
formic  aldehyde.  Attention  is  again  drawn  to  the  need  of 
a  proper  steam  disinfecting  apparatus  for  articles  of 
clothing. 

General  Sanitary  Circumstances. 

Reference  is  made  to  the  difficulty  of  providing’  at  cheap 
rentals  small  houses  which  shall  comply  with  the  by-laws. 
Owing  to  this  apparently  it  is  not  possible  to  do  more 
than  keep  existing  houses  as  sanitary  as  possible. 
Sewerage. — All  the  populated  parts  of  the  district  are  now 
sewered  except  Hayes,  but  the  sewerag’e  of  this  part  has 
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commenced.  Water  Supply. —  There  are  many  cottages 
without  a  proper  supply.  In  some  cases  water  is  obtained 
from  shallow  surface  wells  or  polluted  ditches.  Eleven 
wells  were  closed  and  54  dwellings  were  supplied  with 
pure  water.  Dairies ,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops. — 41  have 
recently  had  special  attention  with  a  view  to  better 
control.  Slaughter-houses. — -1  i  have  been  visited  half-yearly. 
Factory  and  Workshop  Act. — There  are  2  underground 
bakehouses  and  both  are  satisfactory.  Deposit  of  Refuse. — 
The  deposit  of  London  refuse  in  Yiewsley  and  Hayes  has 
been  put  a  stop  to  owing*  to  action  by  the  District  Council.
